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LONG-TERM ROAD PROGRAMME 
ESSENTIAL 


[NS their report for the year 1959-60, the Council of the Federation of Civil 

Engineering Contractors leave no doubt that they are far from satisfied 
with prevailing conditions in the industry. They point out that although 
new work became more plentiful last year as a result of the relaxation of 
restrictions on capital investment, the stimulus to construction activity was 
centred largely in housing, and civil engineering benefited only to a limited 
extent. In fact, they say there is a serious shortage of work especially of 
medium and small sized schemes for local authorities. Added to this is 
the greatly reduced opencast coal output. 


The F.C.E.C. have lost no time in drawing the attention of the Government 
to the present unsatisfactory situation, and from their report it is apparent 
that many of their hopes for the future are pinned on the road programme. 
For instance, the chairman of the Council states: “It is quite clear that the 
Government will soon have to tackle realistically the road problem by making 
long-term plans which should lead to the doubling or even trebling of the 
present programme.” Precisely how soon this will be, time alone will tell, 
but it is becoming increasingly obvious that the Government will have to 
intensify their efforts if the problem is to be solved. 


No one can deny that the programme has been enlarged during recent 
years—compared with an expenditure of £8m. in 1955-56, something over 
£70m. annually is now scheduled for new construction and major improvements. 
However, this is still insufficient, especially when one recalls that three 
years ago Sir William Glanville, director of road research, estimated that 
avoidable delays on our road system were costing us £500m. per annum; 
that this figure was growing at 14 per cent. compound per annum, and 
that if we were to tackle the road programme adequately we needed to spend 
a total of £3,500m. 


Is the civil engineering industry capable of undertaking a bigger road 
programme? The answer is yes, as the F.C.E.C. have proved conclusively 
after making a survey among 41 major road contractor members about their 
potential to carry out additional new and major roadwork and the amount of 
plant they have employed and idle. The firms concerned—while having 1,754 
machines employed or committed to roadwork, and another 1,652 idle and 
uncommitted—agree that they could undertake and finance with their existing 
organisations and plant an additional £73m. worth of contracts per annum 
(over and above their present commitments for road and other works). 


As usual, it now depends on the Government, and particularly the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, whether or not this tremendous amount of spare 
capacity is used to full effect. But there can be no doubt whatsoever that 
if the road problem is to be tackled realistically, the country must have a 
definite long-term programme free from the whims and fancies of the politicians. 


Another 300,000 Houses 


HE rate of house building continues unabated. According to the latest 
figures. issued by the Ministry of Housing and Local Government, at the 
end of March there were 31,000 more houses under construction in England 
and Wales than there were last year. Private enterprise dwellings under 
construction were up by 18,000, and houses being built by local authorities 
were up by 13,000. These were the highest March figures since 1956. 


Barring anything completely unforeseen, as the Minister of Housing said 
in Parliament last week, over 300,000 houses should be completed this year. 
For this, much credit is due to the builders who, once again, are showing 
what they can do when they are given the opportunity. 





HILE the load of work on the con- 
structional industries as a whole 
is at a very high level, there is overall 
a serious shortage of work in the civil 
engineering industry, particularly of 
medium and small sized schemes for 
local authorities, states Mr. J. Maurice 
Laing, chairman of the Council of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors, in the Federation’s annual 
report for the year 1959-60. 


“When this is coupled with the quick 
run-down of the opencast coal programme 
it will be under- 
stood why there is 
a great surplus of 
managerial and 
plant capacity in 
our industry,” he 
says. “This is con- 
stantly being 
drawn to the at- 
tention of the 
Government. We 
are satisfied that 
there are no arti- 
ficial barriers to 
the letting of con- 
tracts other than 
the present high 
rate of interest on 
local authority 
borrowing, but 
this rate of interest is, in our opinion, 
unlikely to be reduced in the near future. 

“It is therefore in the interests of the 
industry to see that until such time as 
more work becomes available, individual 
companies remain as strong as possible, 
and this will not be achieved if we con- 
tinue to take on unremunerative work. 
It is surely better for each of us to do 
less work and avoid losses than to weaken 
ourselves by accepting contracts at a loss. 


“Although the present loading on the 
constructional industries may be as heavy 
as our country can afford financially, the 
time must come when the emphasis will 
change and our industry, which is so 
concerned with heavy capital projects, 
must become more fully occupied. In 
particular, it is quite clear that the Govern- 
ment will soon have to tackle realistically 
the road problem by making long-term 
plans which should lead to the doubling 
or even trebling of the present pro- 
gramme.” 

Following are further extracts from the 
Federation’s annual report: 

During the latter part of 1959 it became 
evident that the opencast coal programme 
was to be cut back further in view of the 
changing pattern of demand for coal and 
the increasing stocks. 

The Federation kept in constant touch 
with the Opencast Executive in the matter 
and towards the end of the year meetings 
of members interested in opencast coal 
were held to review the situation. The 
meetings decided that contractors should 
continue to negotiate individually with the 
Opencast Executive in relation to their 
individual contracts.

Materials 


Delivery periods for reinforcing rods 
lengthened in the second half of 1959 
and discussions were held between the 
Steel Supplies Committee of the Reinforced 
Concrete Association and the Light Rolled 
Steel Products Conference of the British 
Iron and Steel Federation. Deliveries were 
increased greatly in the second half of the 
year but the supply position remained 
difficult. The position is being kept under 
review. 

Difficulties were also experienced during 
the year over the supply of bricks but this 
mainly affected the building industry. 
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As stated in the last annual report, the 
Ministry of Works wound up the Advisory 
Council on Building Research and De- 
velopment in April, 1959. The Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research be- 
came responsible for the encouragement of 
all kinds of construction research, and has 
accordingly set up a Standing Consultative 
Conference on Building Research and 
Development, on which the Federation is 
represented. 


Industrial Relations 


The Council is again pleased to record 
that the work of the Conciliation Board 
has proceeded smoothly during the year 
and that cordial relations have continued 
between the Employers’ and the Opera- 
tives’ Panel of the Board. 


Early in the year the Employers’ Panel 
rejected the operatives’ claim, referred to 
in the last annual report, for an ad hoc 
increase of 4d. per hour in the basic rates 
of labourers and craftsmen in addition to 
the ld. per hour granted under the Sliding 
Scale Clause in February, 1959. 


In January, 1960, the Board reviewed 
wage rates by reference to the Sliding 
Scale Clause. The index figures relating 
to the 12-month period December, 1958, to 
November, 1959, yielded an average of 
109.5, a figure within the index range 
“108 and up to but not including 110” upon 
which existing rates were based. The 
Board accordingly agreed that no increase 
in wages was due under the Sliding Scale 
Clause in February, 1960. 


The Board went on to consider claims 
by the Operatives’ Panel for an ad hoc 
increase of 4d. per hour in the basic rates 
of craftsmen and labourers and a reduc- 
tion in working hours from 44 to 40 with- 
out loss of earnings entailing a consequen- 
tial increase in basic rates of the order 
of 5d. per hour. 


_ In settlement of these claims the opera- 
tives accepted an offer in the following 
terms: 


(i) Working hours to be reduced from 
44 to 40 during the four months of 
November—February inclusive while 
remaining at 44 for the other eight 
months of the year. 


(ii) This adjustment of working hours 
being equivalent to average “normal 
working hours” of 423 throughout 
the year, the basic rates of labourers 
and craftsmen to be increased by 
lid. per hour with effect from 
Monday, February 29, 1960, on the 
understanding that if the craft rate 
in the Building Industry were to be 
increased by more than 14d. per hour 
the Federation would honour that 
extra increase. 


(iii) Overtime rates to be amended with 
effect from Monday, February 29, 
1960, to provide for the payment of 
overtime at the rate of time-and-a- 
half for the first four hours after the 
ordinary working day, from Monday 
to Friday inclusive (instead of time- 
and-a-quarter for the first two hours 
and time-and-a-half for the following 
two hours. 


(iv) A Joint Sub-Committee of the 
Board to carry out a comprehensive 
revision of certain aspects of the 
Working Rule Agreement to bring 
them into line with these new 
arrangements. 


Conditions of Contract 


In the last annual report it was stated 
that the Ministry of Transport had invited 
the Federation, together with the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, the Association of 
Consulting Engineers and the Local 
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Authorities’ Associations, to nominate 
representatives to serve On a new com- 
mittee to deal with matters of general con- 
tract policy arising out of highway and 
bridge works, and that the Federation had 
accepted the Ministry’s invitation in 
principle, 

Following upon further discussions, the 
committee has now been set up. A repre- 
sentative of the Ministry of Transport has 
been appointed as the committee’s first 
chairman. The Federation’s representa- 
tives are Mr. A. M, Holbein and Mr, 
Charles Brand, and the Federation’s Secre- 
tary, Legal Affairs, together with an official 
of the Ministry, are Joint Secretaries of the 
Committee, whose terms of reference 
are: “To consider problems of mutual 
interest arising out of the form of road 
and bridge works contracts and to make 
recommendations to its constituent 
members.” 


In consequence of the setting up of the 
committee, the Minister has removed the 
requirement that local authorities under- 
taking grant aided road works must, as 
a condition of grant, use the Ministry's 
Standard Canditions based on the I.C.E. 
Conditions, but the Committee has recom- 
mended to its constituent members, in- 
cluding the Local Authorities’ Associa- 
tions, the use of these Conditions. 


The Federation considers that the forma- 
tion of the committee will probably be 
of positive benefit to the industry in 
securing wider acceptance of the I.C.E, 
Conditions among the local authorities on 
a Voluntary basis. 

During the past year the Federation 
continued to pursue its policy of en- 
deavouring to secure the widest possible 
adoption of the I.C.E. Conditions of Con- 
tract, 


The last annual inquiry on the adoption 
of the I.C.E. Conditions made in May, 
1959, revealed that the number of local 
authorities in England, Scotland and Wales 
using the I.C.E. Conditions had continued 
to increase. 


In addition, of course, such prominent 
employing authorities as the Ministry of 
Transport, the British Transport Com- 
mission, the London County Council and 
the Metropolitan Water Board, as well 
as most firms of consulting engineers and 
many private industrial concerns, also use 
the I.C.E. Conditions. 


Safety 


The Federation has continued collecting 
twice a year figures of the numbers of 
accidents and man hours worked on jobs 
carried out under the Civil Engineering 
Working Rule Agreement. Frequency 
rates have been calculated relating the 
number of accidents to 100,000 working 
hours, which is roughly a man’s working 
life. Members replying to the Federation 
questionnaires have been advised in con- 
fidence of their own frequency rates so that 
they can compare them with the national 
average. 

In 1959 the Safety Training Course for 
Supervisors was established at the Indus- 
trial Safety Training Centre, Acocks Green, 
Birmingham, in co-operation with the 
Birmingham and District Industrial Safety 
Group, and at the Enfield Safety Training 
Centre, Enfield, in co-operation with the 
London Building and Engineering Con- 
tractors Accident Prevention Group. The 
first course was held at Birmingham and 
two further courses were held at Birming- 
ham and two at Enfield. 


During 1960 courses will be held at the 
Merseyside Training Centre as wel] as 
at both Enfield and Birmingham. It is 
also hoped to establish centres in Scotland 
and South Wales.

COONSSTING of a main building 11 

storeys in height, with a central 
wing of 11 and seven storeys and other 
flanking wings, United Africa House, 
Southwark, has been erected for the 
Norwich Union Insurance Societies for 
occupation by the United Africa Com- 
pany of Unilever, Ltd. 

The site is bounded by Blackfriars Road, 
Stamford Street and Upper Ground, with a 
frontage of approx. 200ft. on Blackfriars 
Road, and a depth of about 120ft.

The main building facing Blackfriars 
Road is 182ft. long, 135ft. high to the 
main parapet, and 150ft. to the lift motor 
room. It consists of a basement, ground 
floor and 11 upper floors plus tank rooms, 
fan chambers and lift motor rooms. 

This building is flanked at the north and 
south ends by ground and four-storey 
wings. The Upper Ground, or northern 
wing, forms a bridge at first-floor level 
to give entrance to a road level and base- 
ment car park, 

A central wing of 11 and seven storeys 


has beem designed at right angles to the 
main building, and between the south and 
centre wings is a single-storey building, 
giving the whole project a gross floor area 
of 200,000 sq. ft. 

The four-storey wing fronting to Stam- 
ford Street has been splayed back to allow 
for a future roundabout at the junction 
of Blackfriars Road with Stamford Street 
and Southwark Street. 

In the basement at the rear of the main 
building is a car park, together with an 
open car park between the centre and 


Rear elevation of upper ground wing 
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northern wings at road level, and these 
accommodate a total of 72 cars, each park- 
ing bay being 16ft. by 8ft. with a 20ft. wide 
central access. The basement garage is 
approached by a 10ft. wide ramped road- 
way controlled by automatically timed 
traffic signals. 

Based upon a 6ft. longitudinal module 
with a 17ft. depth of office, the building 
has 6ft. wide central corridors and 9ft. 
wide internal toilet and service areas. 

Floors in the main building span a 
distance of 17ft. each side of a 15ft. wide 
corridor and toilet area. Those in the wings, 
not having any central toilet area, span 
17ft. and 23ft. repectively, 


No Cross Beams 


The main building has a reinforced con- 
crete frame based on 13in by 9in. external 
columns at 6ft. centres, having two central 
lines of 30in. by 15in. columns at 18ft. 
centres, and tied with longitudinal spine 
beams. The whole design is devoid of any 
cross beam construction. 

Floors are generally of hollow tile con- 
struction 74in. and Qin. thick, with the 
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mosaic panels below the windows to the 
upper part, and Vert Stella marble columns 
and plinths with Zola marble infill panels 
to the ground and first floors. The re- 
mainder of the street elevations to the 
wings are in Portland stone with marble 
plinths. Rear elevations are finished in 
horizontal bush hammered Granitex ren- 
dered panels between vertical lilac facing 
bricks or stone margins. 

All roofs are screeded in Isocrete of a 
minimum thickness of 24in. laid to falls 
with a mastic asphalt finish and rock 
asphalt skirtings. The asphalt generally on 
the roofs is protected with 12in. by 12in. 
by lin. thick asbestos tiles with the re- 
maining asphalt areas finished with spar 
chippings. 

Panels below the upper windows on the 
front of the 1l-storey building consist of 
3in. dense concrete, fin. Jablite insulation 
and 5in. lightweight concrete, forming a 
precast sandwich panel. On the rear ele- 


vations the panels consist of a 4in, con- 
crete block outer skin, a 2in. wide cavity 
and a 4in. Thermalite inner skin. 

Metal windows are provided with double

exception of the ground floor which is 12in. 
solid concrete designed on Home Office 
recommendations of a 5cwt. per sq. ft. 
debris load, 

The 11l-storey building is supported on a 
reinforced concrete cellular raft approx. 
10ft, deep. The foundations of the re- 
maining blocks and wings are either mass 
concrete pad or piled foundations, and the 
whole structure is tanked up to ground 
floor level with mastic asphalt. 

Two tin. wide vertical expansion joints 
have been provided in the 1]-storey build- 
ing between the ground floor and roof 
level. 

The main entrance canopy is approx. 
60ft. long and is cantilevered 10ft. in front 
of the building line, supported from two 
central columns 18ft. apart. It is con- 
structed with reinforced concrete ribs with 
precast infill panels, the designed slope of 
the canopy allowing rainwater to be drained 
into a gully with outlets to pipes cast into 
the columns, 

All solid partitions, except the 44in. 
brick partitions in the kitchen areas, are of 
Thermalite blocks 3in. and 4in. thick. The 
remainder of the partitions are of a de- 
mountable timber construction to a special 
design. 


External Finishes 


The principal] elevation to Blackfriars 
Road is faced with Portland stone, with 


glazing consisting of two panes of 32oz. 
glass spaced }in. apart. Windows generally 
have slate external sills. 

Copings to the main building are of 2in. 
thick slate, the remaining copings being of 
3in stone. 

The main entrance canopy is faced on 
the underside with hexagonal mosaic with 
a stainless steel facia trim. 


Internal Finishes 


Offices and corridors are plastered 
throughout and decorated with emulsion 
paint, All office floors are finished with 
qin. thick Guarea timber blocks laid on a 
2tin. thick cement screed, and corridors 
are paved with 12in. by 12in. by +4in. heavy 
duty cork tiles. 

Joinery generally is in Niangon hardwood 
timber with Sapele veneered flush doors, 
and finished with a clear lacquer, with the 
exception of the toilets, which are in 
painted softwood. The toilets have tiled 
walls with plastered false ceilings and ter- 
razzo floors and skirtings. 

Staircases in the main building are 
formed with precast terrazzo treads and 
risers with a painted metal balustrade cap- 
ped with a hardwood lacquered handrail. 
Other subsidiary staircases are paved with 
granolithic and have a painted metal balus- 
trade with a preformed plastic handrail. 


The lift halls have plastered coved ceil- 
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ings with terrazzo finished floors and skirt- 
ings and are panelled in African hardwood 
veneers for exhibition purposes. Other 
special areas where panelling was used in- 
clude directors’ dining rooms; reception 
office; private dining rooms; and the direc- 
tors’ offices, conference rooms and board 
room on the 9th floor. This floor only is 
finished with jin. thick OMU wood block, 

The main entrance hall walls are faced 
in Zola marble with the floors paved in 
Roman stone with Bianco del Mare marble 
patterned insets. The ceiling is formed of 
suspended precast ribbed plaster acoustic 
tiles. 

At the main entrance, doors are con- 
structed in armour plate glass with din. 
plate glass side screens, the whole being 
trimmed in stainless steel and having a 
surround of Vert Stella marble. A crash 
bar is formed across the glazed screens in 
black plastic trimmed in stainless steel with 
the house title engraved upon it. 

Acoustic ceiling treatments were used 
throughout the directors’ offices, board 
room, dining rooms and central typing 
areas in the form of mineral fibre and pulp- 
board tiles stuck direct to the plaster 
soffits. 

All kitchen and servery areas are tiled 
full height with blue eggshell finish tiles 
and Ferrolite non-vitreous floor tiles and 
skirtings. The suspended false ceilings to 
these areas consist of 2ft. by 2ft. Asbestolux 
removable panels to facilitate access to 
services. 


Heating and Ventilation 


Heating is by three package type steam 
boilers, each having an output of 
1,250,000 B.Th.U. for supplying space heat 
and domestic hot water to the whole of 
the building with the exception of those 
areas heated in conjunction with the 
plenum system. 

The office heating is by a convector type 
of heating unit placed directly under the 
window sill and running continuously be- 
tween the window columns. Convectors in 
the main corridors are generally of the free 
standing, wall fixing type and those on 
the staircases and lift halls are set flush in 
the walls. The main entrance hall 
is principally heated by forced flow 
convector units on either side of the 
hall to form a heat curtain across the 
external doors, : ( 

All toilet areas are mechanically venti- 
lated by a plenum system giving six changes 
of air per hour, the fresh air intake being 
sited in each cloakroom and extracted in 
the main toilet through the entrance lobby. 

The main kitchens, being a completely 
sealed area, are ventilated with filtered and 
heated air from ducting set above the false 
ceiling and designed to give 45 air changes 
per hour. co 

Other special areas such as all dining 
rooms and the medical centre are either 
fully or partially ventilated. The base- 
ment garage is ventilated to the require- 
ments of the London County Council, the 
system being entirely separate from the 
other systems in the building, and designed 
to give mechanical extraction only at a 
rate of five air changes per hour with 
natural fresh air inlets. 


Other Services 


Two main vertical one pipe plumbing 
ducts are sited in the main building to 
serve all the toilets. These discharge into 
a cast-iron drainage system suspended 
within the cellular raft and into the sewer 
at each end of the main building. This 
combined drainage system is extended to 
receive floor gullies and two petrol inter- 
ceptors serving the basement garage, to- 
gether with the main kitchen plumbing. 
Smaller ducts are provided to accommo- 
date rainwater pipes. ; 

A three compartment floor duct is 
situated within the thickness of the floor 
screed and circumscribes the building at 
each level, and contains the wiring for the 
electrical outlet points, telephone services 
and remote dictation. It is fed from the 
relevant service riser duct.

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LONDON-BIRMINGHAM MOTORWAY SYMPOSIUM 


The widespread interest in motorway development was evident last week when, 
at the Institution of Civil Engineers, a large audience filled the Grand Hall for 
the Symposium on the London-Birmingham Motorway. Sir Herbert Manzoni 
presided, and the following Papers were presented and discussed: “‘The General 
Motorway Plan,” by Mr. J. F. A. Baker, chief engineer, Ministry of Transport; 
“Economic and Traffic Studies,” by Sir William Glanville, director of road 
research, D.S.1.R.; “Luton-Dunchurch: Design and Execution,” by Sir Owen 
Williams and Mr. O. T. Williams, partners, Sir Owen Williams and Partners, 


consulting engineers; “Luton-Dunchurch: Construction,” by

PENING the symposium, SIR 
HERBERT MANZONI said the large 
numbers attending the meeting gave 
weight to the fact that the series of 
Papers to be presented comprised one 
of the most important series the Insti- 
tution had had for some time. 


There was a most distinguished list of 
authors, and it would be agreed that the 
Papers were in keeping with their distinc- 
tion. They dealt with one of the most 
important civil engineering works carried 
out in this country since the war, remark- 
able not only for its size and quality, but 
also for the methods which had enabled it 
to be completed in such a very short time. 

The results recorded were not attained 
easily; and the Papers, although giving a 
bare description of the general background 
of the works themselves and, indeed, of the 
research which had gone into this subject 
and was still continuing into the effects of 
the motorway, were all remarkable. 


Teamwork 


Mr. J. F. A. BAKER, presenting his Paper, 
said the building of a road on the scale 
of the M.1 was a matter of teamwork, 
and he acknowledged how much the co- 
operation of the consulting engineer, the 
county engineer and the contractors, and 
the scientists under Sir William Glanville 
at the Road Research Laboratory, had been 
appreciated in his own Department. 

His contribution was naturally one of 
somewhat general coverage. He had tried 
to trace the history and origin of the motor- 
way proposals in this country; how those 
proposals fitted into the general pattern; 
a little more detailed description of 
the M.1 itself, the general standards 
of design and specification, the legal and 
administrative steps which had to be taken, 
the system of signposting, emergency tele- 
phones, etc., and general matters of opera- 
tion and arrangements for future main- 
tenance. 

Also he had drawn attention to some of 
the lessons to be learned and some of the 
problems of design and construction which 
had to be solved before we could approach 
the ideal. 

He then illustrated the Paper with a 
number of photographs. The first was a 
map of the country showing the motorway 
framework, pointing out that M.1 com- 
prised a route from the outskirts of Lon- 
don to Yorkshire with direct access to 
Leeds and a connection to the Great North 
Road—-which was itself being modernised 
-and how this motorway would serve im- 
portant towns such as Northampton, 
Leicester, Nottingham and Sheffield en 
route, 

It was the bottom portion of M.1 to a 
point north-west of Northampton and just 
south of Rugby which had been con- 
structed, together with a spur, M.45, to 
Dunchurch, just east of Coventry. It was 
this part which had become popularly 
known as the London/Birmingham motor- 
way. 

He then drew attention to the proposals 
for other routes which would give London 
direct motorway communication with the 
north-east and north-west, the west, the 
north and the south-east. The motorways 
he mentioned would have an overall length 
of 780 miles.

At the moment 75 miles of M.1 and its 
spurs had been completed, also the 63 
miles of the Preston By-pass and the 114 
miles of the Lancaster By-pass. He 
also pointed on his map to the various 
works which were now under construction 
and those which were to start soon, as well 
as those for which contracts had been let 
and were to be let. 

Future motorways not included in his 
survey were the development plan pro- 
posed for a motorway from south-west 
London to beyond Basingstoke for traffic 
to Southampton or to the west of England, 
also the Brighton Radial. Moreover, there 
was the possibility—and he would say only 
the possibility at this stage—of the pro- 
posals for improvements with large-scale 
by-passes on the A.38 from East Brent 
south of Bristol via Bridgwater and Taun- 
ton to Exeter, resulting in a continuous 
motorway conception. 

Also he had omitted many by-passes 
which were links in the all-purpose road 
system, but which were being or would be 
built to motorway standards. On the Great 
North Road, for instance, there were the 
by-passes at Stevenage (full motorway 
powers), Stamford, Grantham, Newark, etc, 


General Pattern 


_ In taking a look at the general pattern 
it was rather necessary to get matters in a 
full perspective, he said. And when ac- 
count was taken of the fact that a full- 
scale rural motorway could cost as much 
as £400,000 per mile, and that many large 
and important schemes other than motor- 
ways both in town and country were pro- 
ceeding or were proposed some idea of 
the magnitude of the whole business could 
be gained. If account were also taken of 
the many other schemes for which the in- 
crease of traffic would create demand, not 
to mention the growing need for certain 
urban motorways, some idea of the cost, 
comolexity and full scale of the whole road 
problem could be obtained. 

A tyvical cross-section of the motorway 
showed the central reserve 13ft. wide, plus 
the two lft. flush kerbs, making 15ft. 
overall. The side verges are each 11 ft. 6in., 
plus the lft. flush kerb. Thus behind the 
8ft. wide hard shoulders there is a level 
space of only 3ft. 6in. With 24ft, where the 
dual carriageways have two lanes each the 
overall effective width is 88ft.. and where 
there are dual 36ft. carriageways the over- 
all offective width is 112ft. 

There was no doubt, said Mr. Baker, that 
these were the minimum possible overall 
widths to which roads of this kind could 
be constructed, and there would be advant- 
age in greater width on both the central 


strip—to minimise dazzle—and on the side 
verges. 


One of his slides showed the old A.5. 


where it passed through Markyate, with its 
very narrow main street. Until a modest 
by-pass was built three years ago in ad- 
vance of the motorway, this narrow village 
had to carry all the heavy industrial traffic 
on this important route. 


Economic Benefits 


SiR WILLIAM GLANVILLE, presenting his 
Paper on “Economic and Traffic Studies,” 
said it was an exercise—largely a paper 
exercise—to predict what would happen if 
a London-Birmingham motorway were 


built, There was then no decision to 
build it. 

What the Road Research Laboratory 
wanted to know was the influence it would 
have on traffic and what the economic 
benefits, if any, would be. 

The work developed into a considerable 
research, to which many had contributed 
besides the Road Research Laboratory— 
Birmingham, the Ministry of Transport, 
local highway authorities, the police and 
others. Money came at the beginning 
from American Conditional Aid funds, but 
this was a small proportion of the total 
cost, which amounted to perhaps 0.1 per 
cent. of the cost of the motorway, say 
£20,000. 

The work had already been described 
in some detail in Papers by his colleagues 
Mr. D. J. Reynolds and Mr. T. M. Coburn, 
in collaboration with Mr. M. E. Beesley, 
of Birmingham University; and Sir William 
particularly acknowledged the work of Mr. 
Coburn, who had been responsible for the 
traffic investigations. 

The account given in his own Paper was 
abridged, plus some figures obtained of 
the operation of the motorway. Since the 
Paper had been written, more information 
about the operation of the motorway had 
been collected. He therefore presented 
to the meeting some more up-to-date com- 
parisons of what had happened with what 
was predicted. This he did with the aid 
of slides. 

One showed the numbers of vehicles 
making different types of long-distance 
journeys which were intercepted in the 
O.D. survey and which were considered as 
potential motorway traffic. Most, but not 
all, of these journeys were assigned to the 
motorway. Despite the title “London- 
Birmingham Motorway,” journeys from 
London to Birmingham (or vice-versa) con- 
stituted less than one quarter of the total 
traffic assigned to the motorway. 

A table showed the predicted and ob- 
served traffic on the motorway at three 
points, in Herts., Bucks, and Northants., 
and the actual traffic as a percentage of 
the predicted at those points was between 
90 and 95 per cent. 

Another showed mean journey speeds on 
the motorway. The observed speeds in 
Nov., 1959, for cars, light goods, medium 
goods and heavy goods traffic were higher 
than those assumed for 1955 conditions. 

Mean speeds for straight level sections 
of the motorway were shown in another 
table to be higher than in Belgium and 
France, the Netherlands and West 
Germany, and on the Preston By-pass, 

The observed mean savings in time for 
journeys between London and Birmingham, 
transferring from A.5/A.45 to the motor- 
way, were respectively 42, 31, 27 and 21 
minutes for the four classes of traffic. The 
predicted were very close to the observed 
savings. 

The time savings at 1955 traffic levels 
(in thousands of vehicle-hours per annum) 
were 1,560 for traffic transferring to the 
motorway and 380 for traffic remaining on 
the existing roads, a total of 1,940. (About 
two-thirds of the savings were attributable 
to goods vehicles and cars on business 
journeys.) 

The predicted changes in fuel consump- 
tion for journeys transferring to motorway, . 
based on 1955 conditions and at an 
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assumed motorway speed of 50 m.p.h., 
were an increase of 3 per cent. for the 
small car and a decrease of 16 per cent. 
for the large car; the observed results in 
1959-60 at actual operating speeds were 
an increase of 17 per cent. for the small 
car and a decrease of 4 per cent. for the 
large car. 


Safe Means of Travel 


The casualty rates on the A.5 (1956) 
were 3.4 per million vehicle-miles; the 
observed casualties on the motorway 
(November, 1959—-February, 1960) were 
1.4 per million vehicle-miles (against the 
predicted 1.5). It was quite clear, said 
Sir William, that the motorway was 2 
very safe means of travel. 

Commenting on the savings in the 
annual costs of traffic at 1955 levels he 
said they referred only to benefits which 
were easily measured. Allowing for 
traffic growth between 1955 and 1960 
(5 per cent. per annum compound), 
generated traffic (assumed to be 30 per 
cent. of diverted traffic), non-working 
time (at 5s. per man-hour) and the cost 
of maintaining the motorway (£200,000 per 
annum), the annual savings in 1960 were 
predicted at £2,400,000, which is 10.3 per 
cent. of the capital cost £23.3m.). So far 
as could be judged, the actual savings 
corresponded reasonably closely with the 
predictions. 

SiR OWEN WILLIAMS, introducing the 
Paper on design and execution of the 
Luton-Dunchurch section of the motorway, 
said that in it the authors had gone as far 
as they could on technical matters relating 
to design and construction. 

Commenting on the urgency of the 19- 
month contract, he said it would be better 
to refer to it as a two-summer contract, for 
any other 19 months would not be the 
same. They had started on the project in 
1951, since when the total mechanised 
traffic in the country had doubled; the pro- 
blem doubled in the time devoted to dealing 
with it. 

During the period of the contract nearly 
1,000,000 new licenses ‘were issued, an 
additional number of new vehicles on the 
roads. The cost of those vehicles would 
be about £750m., and the purchase tax 
£250m. Therefore the purchase tax on new 
vehicles during the period of the contract 
was 10-12 times the cost of construction of 
the motorway. 

If the new vehicles which came on to the 
roads during the period of the contract 
were just parked, they would occupy nearly 
5,000 acres; and 50 miles of motorway was 
500 acres of road surface. Therefore, we 
could park only one-tenth of the new cars. 
It was said that existing roads had not been 
elieved by the motorway. The intention 
of the motorway, however, was to take 
the overflow. We had not kept up with 
the new cars that were coming in. It was 
easy to appreciate the urgency. 

Before embarking on the two-summer 
contract it was necessary to consider what 
was the justifiable limit to any extra cost. 
They had arrived at a figure of £2m. per 
mile as a financial return of the motorway 
in the first year and, indeed, on that they 
had fixed the penalty of £40,000 per week. 
Incidentally, the figure was in reasonable 
agreement with Sir William Glanville’s esti- 
mate in his Paper. 

As to the actuarial value of a year, the 
gain could be shown to be not the first nor 
the last year of the road, but its fifth year, 
on which its financial return could be esti- 
mated at £4m. per annum. That was 20 
per cent. of the cost of the road; so that 
additional cost up to 20 per cent. would 
be justified to finish in two years rather 
than three, 


Weather Conditions 


They had not expected such really bad 
weather as had been experienced during 
part of the contract period. The contract 
consisted of 500 working days. That could 
be divided into 200 days in the first 
summer, 100 days in winter and 200 days 
in the second summer. In the first 200 
days the rainfall was 50 per cent. above 
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normal and there were 50 days of the 200 
days unworkable, which was four times the 
normal. In the second summer the rainfall 
was 50 per cent. below normal; three times 
as much rain fell in the first summer as in 
the second. In the second summer the 
unworkable days numbered only 6, about 
half the normal. 

The effect of the first summer on excava- 
tion could be imagined by those who did 
not experience it. The dryness of the 
second summer was not entirely without 
its disadvantages, particularly as, imme- 
diately the motorway was opened, we had 
the wettest three months for half a century. 
There was no grass growing on the banks 
owing to the dry summer and the following 
wet months took their toll. 

The necessary urgency affected design 
and it should have affected specifications 
in relation to earthworks, but this had to 
be adjusted during the progress of the 
work. Of the 500 days of the contract, 
no more than 300 could be allocated to 
bridges to leave sufficient time for follow- 
ing-on work. The 150 bridges they had 
designed had to be built in 300 days, i.e., 
one every two days, and they had been 
designed accordingly, 

Nine years had elapsed since the task 
was started, seven in preparation and nearly 
two on construction. The early seven years 
were admittedly leisurely; very few had 
thought the motorway would ever be built, 
and there was no pressure. But, having 
regard to the magnitude of the works and 
their interference for so many miles with 
the life of the countryside, he thought that 
on the whole things went reasonably well. 


Main Difficulty 


Mr. W. K. Lainc and his two colleagues 
presented their Paper on the construction 
of the Luton-Dunchurch section. 

Mr, Laing said the construction of this 
55-mile section of the motorway did not 
in itself involve any particularly difficult 
engineering problems; the individual struc- 
tures in themselves were not complicated. 
The main difficulty was that so much had 
to be done in such a short time. The 
exercise, therefore, was mainly one of plan- 
ning. As a result, having appointed their 
project general manager to take overall 
responsibility for the contract, their second 
staff appointment was that of chief plan- 
ning engineer. Their offices were imme- 
diately adjacent and they had worked in 
the closest collaboration from the time of 
acceptance of the tender to the completion 
of the contract. 

Planning played a dominant role in the 
preparation of the tender because this had 
involved them in the submission of 32 
separate prices. 

The tender documents were prepared on 
the basis of four separate contracts, for 
which all the prices had to be prepared on 
the basis of several variations. In the first 
place the 19-month construction period 
had to be compared with 31 months. Each 
of these variations had then to be priced 
on the basis of a firm-price contract, com- 
pared with rise and fall in the case of 
materials and labour. The final compari- 
son on all those variations was for black 
top against concrete wearing surfaces, 

The preparation of a tender of this 
magnitude required the employment of 
nearly 30 highly skilled people for over 
two months. Approximately half that 
number were from the estimating depart- 
ment, and the remainder from different 
sections of the business—planning and 
Progressing, plant, soil mechanics, per- 
sonnel, catering and welfare, etc. 

After the acceptance of the company’s 
tender two months were allowed for the 
finalisation of their programme. During 
that period also very many people were 
involved in a great amount of detail work. 
e.g., a complete re-survey of the project 
was required, taking into consideration 
the land involved in cuttings and embank- 
ments. For this task alone nearly 100 
men were employed. 

The basic programme showed: 

(a) Earthworks, except for diversions 

and railway overbridges, to be com- 
pleted by December 31, 1958. 
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(b) All culverts and underbridges to 
be completed before the earthworks 
were commenced in the area. 

(c) All major road bridges over the 
motorway to be completed to allow 
diversion of traffic over them by 
December 31, 1958. 

In the event, each of these targets was 
virtually achieved, in spite of the 
phenomenal weather. 

Having prepared the programme, the 
next stage was that of planning; this 
covered basically three items: (1) 
machinery, (2) men, (3) materials. 


Machinery 


In regard to machinery, he said the con- 
tract was one of the most mechanised that 
had been undertaken in Great Britain. 
In the summer of 1958 the machinery em- 
ployed developed 80,000-h.p., equivalent to 
17-h.p. per man employed on the contract. 
Plant included 72 scrapers, hauled by 
either crawler or rubber-tyred tractors, 
and 150 excavators of various sizes up to 
3 cu. yd. capacity. 

Nearly 5,000 men had to be recruited, 
The company’s personnel department 
worked in very close collaboration with 
the local trade union offices and those of 
the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service; and while many of the men could 
be recruited locally, naturally a large 
number had to be brought in from other 
areas, 

Therefore it was necessary to arrange for 
hostels to be available for the duration of 
the contract. These were found in various 
towns adjacent to the line of the road, 
and in most cases the men had not to 
travel more than 30 miles each way to and 
from their work. 

In addition, their own key men, amount- 
ing to about 25 per cent of the labour 
force, had to be transferred from their 
existing work, which entailed organisa- 
tional changes throughout the company. 

As to materials, he said that at the peak 
period of the two summers, material was 
arriving at the rate of 30,000 tons daily. 
A few typical items were: 3,000,000 cu. 
yd. of ballast and granular fill; 13,000 tons 
of reinforcing steel; 5,000,000 gallons of 
diesel oil for running the machinery; 
400,000 tons of asphalt to provide the 
wearing surface; 130 miles of fencing; 
25,000 Catseyes. 

Orders had to be placed with the various 
suppliers, and the orders had to be phased 
so as to provide the material at the times 
it was required on the different parts of 
the job. 


Organisation 


On organisation, as the documents were 
provided in the form of four separate 
contracts, and the consulting engineer had 
set up his own organisation to deal with 
the project on the basis of four contracts, 
the company divided their own manage- 
ment in the same way. 

They arranged for a headquarters staff 
working under the project general manager 
in offices alongside those of the chief 
resident engineer at Newport Pagnell. 
Besides overall supervision, that staff was 
also responsible for the measuring of the 
work for interim payments, ordering of 
materials, accounts for materials received, 
payment of wages, etc. 

Under the project general manager were 
four project managers, each responsible 
for one part of the main contract. They 
had their own staffs and their various, pro- 
jects were sub-divided under 14 section 
managers, each of whom was responsible 
for approximately four miles of road. Each 
section manager was dealing with a con- 
tract to the value of approximately £1m. 
These sections were further sub-divided, 
depending on the work to be undertaken 
in a particular area. Thus each bridge 
or culvert became a job on its own, super- 
vised by a general foreman, and the inter- 
vening lengths of roadway were the 
responsibility of separate supervisory staff. 

The main difficulty was that each of the 
14 sections had to be started on one 
particular day, March 24, 1958. The com- 
pany were accustomed to organising many

contracts of that size or larger, yet to have 
to start 14 such very large jobs at one 
time had posed problems even for them. 


Good Communications 


Emphasising that good communications 
were vital on widespread projects of this 
sort, Mr. Laing said that in the first place 
project headquarters was provided with 
telephones, teleprinter and radio channels, 
The teleprinter gave access to head office 
and plant depot and also with many 
materials suppliers. Radio gave access to 
head office and, on separate channels, to 
each of the project managers. These in 
turn had their own radio channels, which 
allowed them to be in touch with their 
various foremen and even some of the 
larger machine gangs. 

In addition, the project general manager 
was able to use the helicopter. The value 
of that machine, particularly during sum- 
mer, was very great, for it enabled the 
whole job to be viewed in two hours, 
whereas by road it would have taken a 
week, and even then the job could not 
have been seen as an entity. 


Construction Processes 


Mr. JOHN MCNEAL FISHER elaborated on 
a few of the construction processes in deal- 
ing with the carriageway. 

First, on earthworks, he said that from 
the large-scale earthmoving operations 
carried out along the length of the motor- 
way, one could have hoped that much 
information would have been forthcoming 
relating volumes of cut to volumes of fill 
in many different types of soil and with 
the different modes of compaction. Un- 
fortunately, efforts to reach some general 
conclusions on this subject had been 
largely unfruitful, mainly because of the 
constant change in methods of earth- 
moving, which was necessary to counter 
the effects of abnormally bad weather 
during what should have been the peak 
period of earthmoving operations. 

The arbitrary allowances for the settle- 
ment of embankments, however, had to 
date proved reasonably satisfactory. Since 
the opening of the motorway six months 
ago, evidence had accumulated showing 
that compaction of fill behind bridge 
abutments, where there was a sudden 
change from maximum fill depth to zero 
fill, still presented major problems, despite 
special efforts to overcome them. Time 
might show this to be the only major 
earthworks problem. It was: interesting 
that the terms of reference of a special 
committee of the Road Research Board in- 
cluded this for urgent consideration, 

In the Paper there was reference to the 
effect that the use of bulldozers had on 
improving the bond between main embank- 
ment filling and top soiling. Whilst the 
method had generally been almost com- 
pletely successful, in one or two instances, 
presumably due to the very dry nature of 
both fill and top soil, bonding was not 
completely effective and there had been 
some parting, mainly on clay slopes. To 
facilitate dozer operation on slopes the 
authors would like to see them kept as 
flat as possible. 

In the Paper they had commented on 
the urgent necessity for the development 
of alternative methods for measuring the 
compaction of soils to those currently 
used. New ideas on this subject were 
under development, but at the moment 
seemed to be either cumbersome or un- 
reliable when dealing with a range of 
different materials. They felt that a 
mechanised and quantified version of the 
“clerk of works heel test’ was needed— 
perhaps something in the form of a 
dyamically loaded plate bearing test to 
measure the strength of the fill. They 
would like a test more in keeping with 
high speed earthmoving operations than 
the sending out of engineers with tea- 
spoons and cans of dry sand to determine 
what was after all only an_ indirect 
measurement of this. 

The same comments on the use of 
hoggin as a sub-base as the authors had 
made in their Paper had appeared with 
perhaps greater emphasis in that prepared 
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by Lt.-Col. ffolliott. It could be conceded 
that in conditions which applied during 
the summer of 1959, or even under more 
average weather conditions, hoggin could 
prove to be a first-class base, but, where 
it was used under difficult conditions, 
untold expense might be incurred in main- 
taining through ways for construction 
traffic, breakdowns of plant and wastage 
of imported material. 


Ample Provision 


He emphasised the necessity to be 
realistic about this and to make ample pro- 
vision in the early stages of a job for 
using free-draining material of high 
mechanised stability with small fines and 
cohesive fractions whenever necessary. 

The observed distribution of traffic 
using the motorway made it clear that 
to design the whole structure of a three- 
lane single direction carriageway to the 
same standard throughout its width could 
lead to either serious overstressing of the 
outer (heavy traffic) lanes or over-designing 
of the inner (light, fast) lanes. The use 
of increasing thicknesses of sub-base from 
the inner side to the outer edge of such 
carriageways would, in effect, be grading 
the transverse section according to traffic 
distribution in a way similar to that in 
which present designs varied the longi- 
tudinal section according to the bearing 
capacity of the sub-grade. 

Varying transverse thicknesses from 
inside to outside would have for the con- 
tractor the added advantage that it would 
to some extent hasten the drainage of 
water from the formation and thus assist 
in maintaining the sub-grade in good con- 
dition and in speeding construction. This 
matter was under consideration by the 
Road Research Laboratory and variations 
in transverse thicknesses might become 
a feature of future motorway construc- 
tion. 

It was mentioned in the Paper that the 
construction of the marginal haunches did 
not lend itself to any appreciable element 
of mechanisation and, unfortunately the 
labour content of their construction was 
a good deal higher than that for any other 
process in the laying of the carriageways. 
Many efforts were made to devise a type 
of slip form and these had met with some 
success so far as the concreting operation 
was concerned; but they had foundered 
on the fact that the forms had to be moved 
along rails which had been accurately set 
for both line and level on both sides of 
the haunch. In the end it was decided 
to use specially shaped steel forms, which 
were man-handled and erected two or 
three times during the course of a day. 
Many hundreds of forms were in use along 
the length of the motorway. 


Concreting Operations 


Mobility of concreting operations was 
achieved in part by mounting bulk cement 
silos on skids, so that they could readily 
be drawn along the formation, and by 
using the most mobile type of concrete 
mixing equipment. 

The thought about carrying the lean 
concrete road base beyond the carriageway 
to the outer edge of the hard shoulder and 
to define the carriageway by precast con- 
crete kerbs flush with the finished surface 
had apparently occured also to others. 
To the authors’ knowledge, in one instance 
the lean concrete base and asphalt sur- 
facing were carried to the edge of the 
hard shoulder and the carriageway was 
defined by applied white lines. In another 
it was proposed that the marginal haunches 
should be dispensed with and precast 
flush kerbs used to define the edge of 
the carriageway. As before, the lean con- 
crete would be extended to cover the hard 
shoulder. 

The production of the lean concrete for 
the road base called for greater concentra- 
tion of plant than any other operation 
except earthmoving. The transporting of 
the large quantities of materials required 
had involved a vast fleet of lorries hauling 
from 18 gravel pits to 17 batching loca- 
tions adjacent to the line of the road. 
In two cases, where gravel pits were 
favourably located, plants of the con-

tinuous mixer type were set up on spare 
ground within their boundaries and proved 
to be advantageous. 

Based on the evidence of laboratory 
tests on the qualities of a number of 
granular materials from sources along the 
line of the road, the consultants took the 
bold step of allowing the use of materials 
which, though reasonably well graded— 
either “as dug” or as a result of proces- 
sing—had higher silt-clay contents than 
had hitherto been used for this class of 
work. These laboratory tests showed that, 
where cement contents were of the order 
of 4-6 per cent. of the dry weight of the 
aggregates, the presence of substantial 
quantities of silt did not appear materially 
to alter the compressive strength of the 
concrete, Its effect on the - transverse 
strength was not measured, but it might 
well be greater. 

A term new to the road _ builders’ 
vocabulary — cement bound granular 
material—was much less of a _ tongue- 
twister than the only one the authors could 
think of at the time of going to press! 

Those materials, although they pro- 
duced concrete of adequate strength, were 
initially a continual source of embarrass- 
ment at those mixing stations which used 
immobilised Koehring twin drum pavers. 
The most widely favoured method for 
maintaining the mixer drums in reasonably 
clean condition was the frequent ‘passing 
through of batches of gravel rejects and 
water. These served to displace the silt- 
sand-cement mixture which had separated 
out from the mix and had deposited be- 
hind the mixer blades and on the surface 
of the drum. 

When continuous plants incorporating 
vibrating weigh feeders for both cements 
and aggregates, belt conveyors and trough 
type mixers were introduced, these . had 
proved themselves to be the equipment 
par excellence for producing a. uniform 
quality of base concrete at a high rate of 
output from materials which were virtually 
“as dug” and, in two cases, potentially very 
difficult to handle. The uniformity of the 
concrete produced in these plants was 
such that the authors would claim without 
hesitation that any lean concrete road 
bases would be much more uniform in 
quality if the specification required that 
all mixing were done in plants of this type. 


Base Concrete 


The base concrete was laid by means of 
either Blaw Knox P.F.90 bituminous 
finishers or, occasionally, by bulldozers. 
Whilst the pavers were excellent machines 
for laying substantial thicknesses of lean 
concrete to uniform densities, they were 
to some extent hampered by the high 
ground pressures between tyres and the 
sub-base. This tended to limit their 
effectiveness when working on a sub-base 
which had become softened. Maintaining 
correct levels became a matter for con- 
stant adjustment, and steering by the two 
leading wheels often caused severe rutting. 
Tracked machines of the same type might 
have been of advantage there because of 
their lower ground pressure, but it was 
considered that one drawback to their 
use was their comparatively low speed in 
reverse gear—five reverse passes were 
needed for each length of full width base 
laid. 

A disadvantage associated with laying 
base concrete with this class’ of machine 
was that, on the last pass of each layer, 
there was a hold-up of concreting opera- 
tions—lorries awaiting discharge whilst 
the finisher reversed along the bay. The 
development of a _ simple _ spreading 
machine which would lay material over 
the whole width in one operation would 
be of advantage, the author felt, but it 
would preferably have to be capable of 
laying the whole thickness in one opera- 
tion. Bulldozers were used either for lay- 
ing the two layers of concrete or, where 
ground conditions proved difficult for 
finisher operation, for laying the lower 
layer, whilst a finisher placed the upper 
layer. 

No Clear Cut Case 


Whilst there did not appear to be a 
clear cut case favouring the use of either 
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finisher dozer or blade grader for laying 
base concrete, it might reasonably be con- 
ceded that, where conditions were favour- 
able, the finisher would produce a more 
accurate surface profile. The accuracy 
of that surface, however, did not appear to 
have any significant bearing on the accur- 
acy of the finished asphalt surface. To 
an experienced asphalt laying gang, the 
evenness of the surface on which it was 
laid did not appear to be so important 
as uniformity in the asphalt and sufficiently 
high temperatures at the time of laying. 

Since the attainment of a high standard 
of accuracy on the surface of lean concrete 
bases, e.g., departures of less than sin. 
from a l0ft. straight-edge, was likely to 
prove much more costly than when toler- 
ances were greater, it would seem that 
some investigation might well be under- 
taken to see whether over a period of 
years the shape of the base had an effect 
on the profile of the surface. Although 
there were distinct differences in the 
“rideability” of the lean concrete from 
place to place, it would have been difficult 
to identify the nature of the surface of the 
base concrete from that of the finished 
asphalt. 

It was mentioned in the Paper that 
there did not appear to be any evidence 
that the two 7in. layers of the base were 
ever likely to bond together to form one 
single 14in. layer. Whether this division 
of the base into two separate layers added 
to or detracted from its strength, said 
Mr. Fisher, was a matter for conjecture 
and perhaps trial. But the authors felt 
it would be a distinct advantage if the 
whole thickness could be laid and com- 
pacted as one. The use of heavy vibrating 
rollers for compacting the concrete seemed 
to offer a reasonable prospect that such 
a method would be practicable. 

Mr. B. H. BROADBENT said there was 
not much in the Paper about methods of 
construction because, as Mr. Laing had 
indicated, the problems lay in the total 
volume of works to be carried out con- 
currently in very limited time, and their 
wide distribution, rather than in any 
great complexity in the individual parts. 
During the construction of the motorway 
a film had been made, and it was to be 
shown at the special film evening of the 
Institution on May 26. 


Bridge Construction 


He went on to show some slides relating 
especially to bridge construction. One 
illustrated the construction of twin bridges

A transformer station having two 
750-kVA transformers and a high tension 
switchroom is sited in the basement of the 
main building together with the building's 
own low tension switchroom. From this 
room cables are run to serve three main 
electrical ducts rising to the full height of 
the building and interconnecting at each 
floor level with the underfloor ducting, 
giving electrical outlet points for desk 
lights and small power machines. 

Lighting generally, other than in special 
areas, is by fluorescent fittings giving a 
standard of illumination of 20 foot-candles. 

A document conveyor system is installed 
consisting of a 3in, diameter plastic tube, 
2,400ft. long, running horizontally through- 
out the length of each floor and serving 
some 34 stations. Its function is to allow 
documents to be inserted into a carrier 
with a dialling device which, when played 
into the system is pneumatically conveyed 
to the designated station by operation of a 
drilling device. 

Serving all floors, a vertical mechanical 
postal chute has been installed, with a 
continuous moving canvas belt discharging 
onto a horizontal conveyor at basement 
level in the Postal Department. 

Another system installed through the 
floor ducting enables personnel to dictate 
letters by a telephone type of instrument 
directly to centralised recorders in the main 
typing pools situated in the central wing at 
the rear of the main building. 

A P.A.B.X. telephone frame room is 
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for a roundabout over the motorway at 
an access point. The first operation was 
to excavate at the site for the Bailey bridge 
to carry a diversion of the original road; 
the Bailey bridge was then erected and the 
diversion completed. That made it pos- 
sible to cut through the old road and 
provide continuous access along the line 
of the motorway. When erecting the two 
permanent bridges, one concrete batching 
and mixing plant served for the two. 

Seventy-two of the bridges were of the 
portal type with curved haunches, but 
only 21 of them had their decks square 
to the abutments and it was practically 
true to say that the remainer, except for 
pairs at roundabouts, were all at different 
angle of skew. The profile of the abutment 
and curved haunch was standard, and 
formwork could be standardised ac- 
cordingly. 

Mr. Broadbent showed on a slide two 
arrangements of back shuttering and said 
it was found possible to omit the upper 
curved part, which made concrete placing 
easier. The skew raised a complication 
in reinforcing steel bending, for the curved 
bars were shaped to a different ellipse for 
each angle of skew. Deck shuttering was 
generally made of square panels stepped 
back at the edges. He exhibited a photo- 
graph of the shuttering in position. 

The curved upper surfaces to the wing 
walls defied all efforts to standardise and, 
subject to certain basic dimensions, they 
were adjusted by eye. 

Travelling formwork was used where- 
ever practicable. Illustrating the Ouse 
viaduct, where the arches are of varying 
span, a series of travellers was used to 
concrete a strip 23ft. wide, giving seven 
uses each, He showed a detail of one 
of the travellers, and another bridge 
traveller over a heavily trafficked canal, 
using R.S.J.s. 

The arch over the road at Newport 
Pagnell was built on a scaffolding traveller. 
It was not possible there to obtain land 
for a diversion and the traveller had to 
be designed to permit traffic to pass 
through it. Travelling shutters were used 
also for a number of culverts. 

His last illustration was of the railway 
bridge near Luton, to show the trenches 
for abutments and centre pier giving also 
access along the motorway. A pylon was 
moved from one side of the road to the 
other. 

The possibility of parts of the motorway 
having to be closed to deal with troubles 
which might develop after its opening was 


located in the basement and, together with 
the manual switchboards on the ground 
floor, serves five separate telephone risers 
equally distributed throughout the building. 
These are connected at each floor level 
with the under-floor duct system, giving a 
telephone outlet point at 12ft. centres along 
the perimeter walls.

To make 
reasonable sure, for instance, that there 
would be no silps or settlement of earth- 
works sufficient to require such closure 
would have involved greatly increased 
cost and a much longer construction time. 
In the six months during which the motor- 
way had been open it had been necessary 
to close short sections of one or two Janes 
from time to time to deal with minor slips 
and settlement, but the whole width of 
a carriageway had never been closed for 
those purposes, so that traffic had been 
able to pass continuously (except for 
blockage on account of accidents to 
vehicles). The total of those closures had 
been variously calculated to be equivalent 
to closing the whole motorway for less 
than 10 minutes. 

Whilst the authors, he said, had ex- 
pressed some opinions and had tried to 
some extent to present the results of 
experience gained in building the motor- 
way, they were more concerned to draw 
attention to matters which seemed to 
require further consideration than to pro- 
vide all the answers, 

It was a cause for considerable satis- 
faction that, in spite of the general alarm- 
ing increase in road casualties, the total 
number on M.1, A.5 and A.45 since the 
opening had been very substantially less 
than had occurred on A.5 and A.45 in 
the corresponding period of the previous 
year, 

St. Albans By-pass 


The final Paper, dealing with the St. 
Albans By-pass, was not formally pre- 
sented, but Mr. McMILLAN showed an 
interesting film made for Tarmac Civil! 
Engineering, Ltd., showing the various 
aspects of the work on construction. I: 
began by depicting a small group of 
people, head by Mr. Harold Watkinson 
(then Minister of Transport) and Sir Owen 
Williams, at the inauguration, on March 
24, 1958, and then followed the work 
right through until the by-pass was opened 
by the Minister, who travelled along it in 
his car. 

In addition to the details of construc- 
tion, there were some graphic illustrations 
of the appalling conditions due to the 
unusually heavy rainfall in the early stages 
of the work, when there was much earth- 
moving and levelling to be done, and 
artificial lakes had to be created to drain 
off the ground water.

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Great Ponton School 
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FOR VILLAGE SCHOOLS 


Remodelling Programme Going Ahead 


Au over the country, particularly in 
rural areas, a large number of 
small schools are being either re- 
modelled or replaced by new buildings. 
To help in this process, the Development 
Group of the Ministry of Education’s 
Architects and Buildings branch under- 
took an examination of the problems and 
requirements of the village school in this 
modern age, and have designed two typical 
schools, one in Oxfordshire and the other 
in Lincolnshire, 

The Oxfordshire building, at Finmere, 
is a two-class school and the other, at 
Great Ponton, a two-class instalment of a 
three-class school. Both were designed to 
hold about 50 pupils each, and their costs 
were respectively about £11,000 and 
£12,000. 


The Ministry of Education Building 
Bulletin 16 indicated the variety of activity 
which needs to be provided for in any 
school of junior pupils. At a village school 
the age-range is even wider, running from 
very young infants of barely five years old, 
to the child of over 11 who is preparing 
to go on to secondary education. And 
the variety of interest and ability of 
children has to be catered for in much 
less space than in the normal junior school 
and, in the case of these two schools, with 
only two teachers in mind. 


Designed with regard to the village back- 
ground, a domestic atmosphere has been 
aimed at in each case. The two class 
spaces in each school are arranged so that 
there is a central area, as much like a 
living room as a classroom in the usual

sense, with small bays and alcoves where 
various activities can be carried on by 
individuals or groups of children. For 
the more vigorous activities, or for school 
assembly, a third space is provided between 
the class spaces, and separated by folding 
doors. 

The domestic theme is underlined by 
the finishes and furniture and by the design 
of the external areas, such as playgrounds, 
paths and planting trees, shrubs and 
flowers. 

A Building Bulletin on the design of 
village schools generally and these two 
schools in particular is to be published. 


BUILDING FIRMS’ 
PENSIONS 


A conference, attended by representa- 
tives of firms who are contributing em- 
ployers to the N.F.B.T.E. Staff Pension 
Fund, whose Trustees administer the 
pension scheme for the staffs of those firms, 
was held in London recently to discuss 
the procedure for “contracting out” of 
the new State Graduated Pension Scheme. 

The chairman of the Trustees, Mr. T. H. 
Huxley Turner, C.B.E., presided, and the 
main speakers included Mr. G. W. 
Pingstone, F.I.A., A.S.A., group pension 
manager of the Legal and General 
Assurance Society, and Mr. E. W. 
Whittemore, of the Office of the Registrar 
of Non-Participating Employments. 

Discussion was facilitated by a Guide 
to the Procedure for “Contracting Out” 
which has been prepared by the Trustees 
of the N.F.B.T.E. Staff Pension Fund. This 
document takes into account the special 
problems encountered by building firms 
owing to the nature of their general 
personnel structure.

Taxing Employees’ ‘‘ Perks” — Covenants in Restraint of Employees 


N an article in The Contract Journal, 
March 17, 1960, two cases were dis- 
cussed in which the employers tried to 
give benefits to employees whom they 
wished to reward and encourage, benefits 
which were not a straight increase in 
salary or wages. A further case, which 
one might be pardoned for wondering 
whether it was worth the Revenue’s while 
in chasing, has now been reported on this 
subject, Wilkins (Inspector of Taxes) v 
Rogerson [(1960) 1 All E.R. 650]. 

A company decided to make a present 
to 22 of its employees in 1955 of a suit 
of clothes, a raincoat or an overcoat which 
the employees were to obtain from a well- 
known multiple tailors. The company 
wrote to these tailors asking them to fit 
out the employees concerned and also 
issued authorisations to these employees to 
order the present of clothing they wished 
at their local branch of the tailors. No 
cash was issued to these employees and the 
tailors’ bill was sent direct to the company 
and settled. 


R was one of these lucky employees and 
in pursuance of this arrangement he went 
to the tailors for a suit priced at £14 15s. 
Of course he paid no money but was in 
due course sent the suit which he used. 
The Revenue then proceeded to tax R and 
his colleagues on this £14 15s. as an addi- 
tion to their salary from the company. 
R’s duties were secretarial and he was at 
the head office. R appealed against assess- 
ment on two grounds; firstly that this 
payment in respect of the suit was not 
part of his taxable salary at all; if that was 
not correct then, secondly, the amount on 
which he was taxable was not the amount 
paid by the company for his suit. 

On the first point one has unfortunately 
only to read the relevant part of the 
Income Tax Act, 1952, to decide against 
the taxpayer. Employees like R pay tax 
in respect of all “salaries, fees, wages, 
perquisites or profits whatever” from their 
employment. Clearly this was a taxable 
perquisite. But the second question was— 
what was the value to R of this perquisite 
of his employment? The Special Com- 
missioners decided that the value of this 
“perk” was its value in R’s hands on the 
footing that he could sell it as a second- 
hand suit as soon as he got it; and this 
value was agreed by the Revenue as being 
£5 and the Commissioners therefore de- 
cided that R was to pay the appropriate 
tax on £5. The High Court has upheld 
this decision. 


The Revenue seem to have relied for 
their case in attacking the Commissioners’ 
decision on a previous case in the High 
Court where a company paid out £314 in 
respect of the expenses of a director in 
running a house (i.e., rates, light, heating, 
telephone and garden maintenance), in 
which he had to live as a condition of 
his employment with the company. It was 
held that the actual sum expended by the 
company was the perquisite to the director 
concerned and he was charged to tax on 
the £314, i.e., the actual amount expended 
by the company. But this case was not 
comparable to the present one. The pay- 
ments to the director did not have a 
value in the hands of this director in the 
same way as this suit. The Commissioners 
relied for their decision on the well-known 
cases in which employees were allowed, 
as a perquisite of their employment, to 
purchase their employing company’s shares 
at par when their real value was above 
par; in these cases there was no doubt 
that legally the employees had to pay 
tax on the benefit they had received, 
namely the difference between par value 
and market value. Simply because in this 
case the employee might seem to be getting 
an advantage by applying this rule of asses- 
sing the actual value of the perquisite was 
no reason for not applying it. 
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In other words the rule is that an em- 
ployee is taxed on the value of what he 
receives. While, as in the case of the 
director above, it is true that the only 
way by which to measure the value of 
what the director had received was by 
reference to what his employers had paid 
out, that was only one way of finding out 
the value. As Lord MacNaghten said in 
one case, an employee is to be taxed “‘not 
on what he saves his pocket but on what 
goes into his pocket.” Thus R may have 
been saved £14 15s. but what went into 
his pocket was surely only what the suit 
would fetch second-hand. Mr. Justice 
Danckwerts’ final comments in his judg- 
ment are of interest: “It is perfectly true 
that, if the taxpayer in the present case 
had been told to go to the tailor and order 
the suit and pay for it, and had been 
promised that the company would then 
reimburse him the amount which he had 
paid, the benefit which he would have got 
would have been the amount paid by the 
company to him as reimbursement of his 
expenditure. It is true that that produces 
a different result according to the way 
the transaction is carried out, but accord- 
ing to experience in tax matters nothing 
is more common than to find such a 
situation.” 

Employers, therefore, wishing to give 
these minor, but no doubt very welcome 
types of extra reward to their employees 
should take care how they do it if they 
do not wish the good effect of the reward 
to be taken away by the employee 
receiving a heavy tax demand in respect 
of it. Assuming the company can charge 
such extra rewards against their profits 
there seems no reason why they should not 
adopt the method used in this case of 
themselves paying for the goods, etc., and 
the employee receiving the goods but no 
money. One only hopes that the practice 
will not become too widespread as the 
Revenue would no doubt see to it that 
the law was changed. 


N all employers’ organisations there are 
bound to be some employees who will 
leave to improve their status or, particu- 
larly in the building industry, to try to 
start up on their own. Now each employer 
has a certain number of fairly regular 
clients and many have certain processes 
and methods which are peculiar to him 
and which may give him some business 
advantage over his rivals. Naturally 
enough an employer would wish to protect 
himself against his employees setting up 
in competition and perhaps winning over 
his former employer’s clients or divulging 
the “secrets” he has learned during his 
employment. It is therefore common 
practice for employers to have inserted in 
contracts of service, at least with their 
senior employees, conditions restraining 
the employee from competing against his 
employer or taking up service with a rival 
employer. The common law courts have 
always disliked these conditions in con- 
tracts of employment and will not enforce 
them unless the employer seeking to imple- 
ment such a condition can prove that the 
condition was reasonable not only in his 
own interest but also in the interest of the 
employee and of the public. 

In deciding what is reasonable a mere 
general restraint on the employee com- 
peting with his employer would noi, except 
in very limited circumstances, ever be 
enforceable. An employer cannot say “I 
will not have the skill and knowledge 
acquired by you in my employment im- 
parted to my trade rivals after you leave 
my service.” To stand any chance of being 
enforced by the courts the restraint has to 
be imposed in order to protect the em- 
ployer’s proprietary interests which are 
his trade secrets. if any. and his business 
connection; as Lord Parker has said: 
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“Wherever such covenants have been up- 
held it has been on the ground, not that 
the apprentice or servant would, by reason 
of his employment or training, obtain the 
skill and knowledge necessary to equip 
him as a possible competitor, in the trade, 
but that he might obtain such personal 
knowledge of and influence over the 
customers of his employer, or such an 
acquaintance with his employer’s trade 
secrets as would enable him, if competi- 
tion were allowed, to take advantage of 
his employer’s trade connection or utilise 
information confidentially acquired.” 


Divulging trade secrets and soliciting a 
former employer’s clients, these then are 
the only two matters on which an em- 
ployee can be restrained. How great a 
restraint can the employer impose? The 
answer here is clear; the restraint must 
be reasonable both as to extent and dura- 
tion. Thus if a builder and decorator in 
a small town imposed a restraint on his 
senior foreman that he would not set up 
in business as a builder and decorator 
within 50 miles of the town and for a 
period of 20 years such a restraint would 
not be reasonable, If it were for a radius 
of five miles and for a period of two years, 
then it would probably be enforceable by 
the courts, 


A recent case, H. J. Dawson, Ltd. v 
Taylor, reported in the “Law Journal”, 
February 19, 1960, rather neatly illustrates 
the law on this important matter. D's 
were a firm of undertakers in Leamington. 
T was appointed as their working manager 
with general control and management of 
the business. Apparently it worked out 
that only D’s overall financial arrangements 
were left to the directors. Everything 
else to do with the business was done by T. 
Now T’s agreement with D’s contained a 
covenant that during the five years follow- 
ing the ending of his employment T would 
not carry on nor be employed or interested 
directly or indirectly in the business of an 
undertaker within the boroughs of Leam- 
ington and Warwick and that he would 
not within that area canvass or solicit 
orders from persons who had _ been 
customers of D’s during T’s employment 
with them. T gave in his notice and 
promptly opened up an undertaking busi- 
ness for himself some 75yd. from D's 
premises and proceeded to canvass among 
D’s clients. It was found that there were 
only two other full-time undertakers in the 
area and that D’s, up to the time of T 
leaving them, had taken up to three- 
quarters of the undertaking business in the 
area. After only nine months of T setting 
up on his own D’s business had been 
halved. The High Court held that the 
covenant imposed by D’s was reasonably 
necessary for the protection of their busi- 
ness—no doubt the highly damaging results 
that flowed so quickly from T’s breach of 
the covenant showed this only too clearly. 
Moreover it was not excessive in area 
or duration and was not injurious to. the 
public. The Court therefore issuedae 
injunction stopping T from breaking ‘his 
covenant and ordered an inquiry to ageer- 
tain the damages that had accrued to 
from the breach by T of his covenant. 


A case such as this clearly shows )# 
desirability of employers imposing 
restraint on their senior employees, 
in trying to impose such restraints 
merely foolish to try to be too stringé 
the courts will not enforce it and aré 
inclined to try to sever the reason ble 
from the unreasonable restraints imp@sed: 
they are more inclined to condemn. the 
whole agreement. The safest thing for 
employers to do is to insert in contracts 
of service reasonable restraints both as to 
area and duration; in that way they tan 
rely on the courts to see to it that an 
employer’s legitimate interests are pro- 
tected from unscrupulous employees. 
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UNUSUAL SOIL CONDITIONS INVOLVED 
IN SCOTTISH JETTY SCHEME 


Overall Saving of 10 Per Cent. on Concrete Work 


1" Oban Bay, on the west coast of 

Scotland, a new reinforced concrete 
jetty has recently been completed. 
T-shaped with a berthing head measur- 
ing 160ft. by 30ft., it will be used by 
vessels of the Northern Lighthouse 
Board. 


The soil conditions for the foundations 
were unusual; a layer of clay over sloping 
rock, the clay varying in depth from 2ft. 
at the west end to 30ft. at the east of 
the berthing head. The berthing head is 
therefore supported on the west end, where 
the clay is shallow, by a large reinforced 
concrete column 22ft. in diameter which 
rests directly on the rock. At the east 
end, the head is supported by a group of 
reinforced concrete raker piles driven into 
the deep bed of clay. Between these two 
points, the deck is supported by 17in. 
diameter unbraced vertical reinforced con- 
crete piles only. 


Prestress 


To counteract normal impacts on the 
berthing head between these points, and to 
give the jetty extra resistance to severe 
impacts which might close the movement 
joint between the head and the approach, 
the concrete deck of the head is pre- 
stressed. This is done with 10 Macalloy 
high tensile steel bars, l}in. in diameter, 
which induce a thrust of 400 tons into 
the deck, 

The cost of prestressing was only 2.15 
per cent. of the total cost (£53,700) and 
produced an overall saving of around 10 
per cent. on the cost of the concrete work. 
The aim of the designer being maximum 
durability for minimum cost resulting in 
the use of in-situ flat slab and plate decks, 
prestressed to resist impacts. 

The concrete work generally is of very 
high quality and, apart from the edges of 
the deck, there are no arrises—all the 
piles being round. Special rock shoes pre- 
vent any of the piles from sliding on the 
sloping rock. 

As the Board’s vessels berth unaided 
night and day, special “greenheart”’ fender- 
ing has been provided, This is an indepen- 
dent structure, connected only to the con- 
crete pier at deck level by rubber units. 


The whole fendering. can move in one 
piece 12in. in a fore and aft direction, and 
6in. transversely at deck level and over 
twice these figures lower down.

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“ DIVE-UNDER” LINE WILL 
SPEED EASTERN TRAINS 


RAL speed-up plans in the Eastern 
Region of British Railways took 
another step forward recently when 
work began on the construction of a 
1,200yd.-long “Dive-under” line, at 
Colchester. 

Costing nearly £150,000, it is one of the 
chief features in a programme of track 
work now being carried out in connection 
with the complete reconstruction of 
Colchester station. 

More than 25,000 cu. yd. of filling 
material will be needed for the embank- 
ment carrying the dive-under track. The 
maximum gradient will be 1 in 66—in 
readiness for the proposed new link road 
(between Colchester and Yarmouth) which 
will eventually pass under the new line. 

The main feature of the dive-under 
scheme will be the construction of a new 
bridge under the existing main lines. This 
will have two main girders—each 1i00ft. 
long—and will be of welded steel con- 
struction with cross girders encased in 
concrete. Construction of the bridge will 
hardly disturb the existing main lines, as 
the abutments will be built in a trench, 
with temporary girders supporting the 
track. The bridge superstructure will be 
built on trestles alongside its final position. 

By agreement with the highway authori- 
ties, the abutments for the future link road 
bridge will be constructed at the same time 
as the new dive-under line is built—the 
earthwork between the abutments remain- 
ing until the new road is ready. Two more 
bridges will be required when the new 
highway is constructed: one under the 
existing Clacton branch lines, the other 
under the main lines. 

The whole of the work will be carried 
out under the general direction of Mr. 
A. K. Terris, B.Sc., M.LC.E., chief civil 
engineer, Eastern Region, British Railways. 
The contractors being employed in con- 
nection with the new dive-under line are 
The Cementation Co., Ltd. 


£10M. ARMY DEVELOPMENT 
AT SALISBURY PLAIN 


About £10m. is to be spent by the 
Army on rehousing in the Salisbury Plain 
district, where very little military develop- 
ment has taken place since 1910 

Included in the programme is the 
redevelopment of Larkhill, the home of 
the School of Artillery; provision of a 
district/divisional headquarters and three 
main barracks at Bulford; seven main 
barracks, a general hospital and a Com- 
mand Ordnance depot at Tidworth; two 
main barracks at Perham Down; and a 
medical equipment depot and a central 
vehicle depot at Ludgershall. 

The question of provision of better 
facilities for shopping, swimming pools, 
clubs, cinemas and welfare centres is also 
being studied by a working party.

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FIRST STAGE OF PROPOSED 
ROTHERHAM BY-PASS 


HE Minister of Transport has made a 
grant of £163,500 to the Sheffield City 
Council towards the cost (£234,710) of con- 
structing the first two miles of the Rother- 
ham By-pass. 

Designed to reduce traffic congestion in 
the centre of Sheffield, this first section will 
extend from Handsworth Road (A.57) 
westwards to a junction with Manor Lane. 
Only a single 24ft. carriageway will be 
built at this stage but the overall width 
(52ft.) allows for a second carriageway. 


£lm. Second Stage 


It is planned to extend the new road 
westwards for about a mile to Commercial 
Street (A.616) just north of Midland 
Station with roundabouts at Cricket Inn 
Road, Duke Street (A.616) and a fly-over 
at Sheaf Street (A.61). The existing 
roundabout at the Prince of Wales road 
junction will be replaced by a flyover and 
the whole length of the road will have dual 
24ft. carriageways. It is expected that 
this second stage of the by-pass will cost 
over £lm. 

Ultimately the road will be extended 
north-eastwards of A.57 into the West 
Riding County area to make a junction 
with A.631 near Whiston. This will form 
the whole of the Rotherham By-pass which 
is included in the Development Plans of 
Sheffield and the West Riding.

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CONCRETE BLOCKS: MINISTER 
ON FUTURE PROSPECTS 


Neg rmore: at the annual luncheon of the 

British Cast Concrete Association, the 
Minister of Works, Lord John Hope, said 
he felt quite confident that the demand 
for concrete blocks — the coming 
summer would be at a very high level, and 
that a good supply of them at the right 
prices would make a most valuable con- 
tribution to the achievement of our invest- 
ment programme without bringing on 
inflation. 

“I know that those who sell precast 
concrete building products have to over- 
come a certain amount of traditional 
sentiment,” he continued, ‘Up to a point 
this is very natural—architects naturally 
wish to experiment and feel their way 
with a new material until they have had 
enough experience to know just what 
effects can be achieved with it, both 
structurally and aesthetically. New and 
exciting finishes are possible with precast 
concrete products and I am sure that 
they will make steady progress as their 
possibilities are increasingly appreciated. 

“As the use of concrete products in- 
creases the search for new aggregates and 
new sources of aggregate is likely to be- 
come more urgent. The problems posed 
by gravel workings—how to find land for 
them and what to do with the pits after- 
wards—have been with us and worried my 
Department for many years. In some 
cases I believe fly ash from power stations 
is being pumped into old gravel pits so 
that they can be restored to agricultural 
use. This seems an excellent plan. In 
other cases the fly ash itself is used as an 
aggregate instead of the gravel and this 
seems better still from everybody’s point 
of view. 

“I hope that the attack on these pro- 
blems will be pressed forward energetic- 
ally. The solution of them is bound to 
take some time and in the face of rising 
demand, existing sources of supply seem 
dangerously ephemeral.” 


The number of permanent houses com- 
pleted in Great Britain during March was 
24,953 (compared with 23,627 in March, 
1959), of which local authorities were 
responsible for 11,566 and private builders 
for 12,841.

BRONZE MEDAL 


The Council of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects have made their award 
of the London Architecture Bronze Medal 
for the year ended December 31, 1959, in 
favour of the London County Council 
estate, Roehampton Lane (High Blocks) 
built to the design of the architects’ depart- 
ment of the L.C.C. (architect to the 
Council, Hubert Bennett, F.R.I.B.A.). 

The Award of the Bronze Medal is for 
a building of exceptional merit built during 
the three years ending December 31. The 
Medal will be presented to Mr. Hubert 
Bennett (representing the architects’ de- 
partment) on June 21, 1960, a replica being 
presented to the London County Council 
as the building owners and a certificate 
to the contractors, Wates, Ltd. 
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THE PROBLEMS OF REDEVELOPMENT 
“Incompatible Land Uses Must be Removed” 


ACCORDING to Mr. H. F. Alston, 

town planning officer, Kingston- 
upon-Hull, land uses are becoming 
intermixed in an undesirable way and 
large areas are taking upon themselves 
an appearance of decay and decadence. 
Main roads no longer adequately fulfil 
their function, and something must be 
done to protect the public from the 
“law of the jungle” which exists on 
roads today. 

Mr. Alston expressed these views in a 
Paper “Redevelopment of Decayed Areas,” 
which was presented last week at the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors. 


He said that incompatible land uses 
must be removed, street patterns altered 
to ensure road safety, and obsolete build- 
ings renewed. The harmful effects of 
social upheaval caused by moving large 
numbers of people long distances to new 
homes, new places of work and new social 
surroundings must be avoided. 


“All these problems have been ex- 
perienced in redeveloping 150 acres in 
Kingston-upon-Hull,” he continued. “These 
possess most of the vices which are to 
be expected in a decayed area: some of 
the property is war-damaged, of the 
remainder the great proportion is obsolete 
and that which is capable of improvement 
is either isolated or situated in small 
groups. The general layout is bad, the 
road framework unsatisfactory, there is 
a deficiency of open space, school sites 
do not conform with the ‘Ministry of 
Education Regulations as to size, and 
unsuitable industries are intermixed with 
the properties. 


“There was no doubt that the pre- 
dominant use of this area should be 
residential. A layout was therefore pre- 


pared to redevelop this area as a complete 
residential unit. Basic principles were that 
all fast and heavy through-traffic would 
be excluded, access to peripheral main 
roads restricted, industry and commerce 
excluded, neighbourhood facilities grouped 
together, and new residential development 
should conform to proper requirements 
as to light, air and density. 


“No shops or commercial buildings front 
onto main roads in the plan. It is not 
disputed that shops thrive on a main road, 
but in that position they tend to encourage 
parking, and the crossing of pedestrians 
causes traffic delay and road accidents. 
Surprisingly, objections were few, particu- 
larly when the Council informed shop- 
keepers that they intended not to let the 
new shops to the highest bidders but to 
negotiate with existing shopkeepers where 
this was desired. 


“The prediction of many planning officers 
is that difficulties of transport will become 
so intense that people will shop more and 
more in the outskirts. In Kingston-upon- 
Hull, at the present time, the reverse 
appears to be true. 


Planning Procedure 


“Planning procedure for redevelopment 
is involved and lengthy, but it ensures that 
all land requirements receive fair and 
adequate consideration, as does the pro- 
vision of alternative sites for uses dis- 
placed. The Minister of Housing and 
Local Government is willing to make a 
grant of 50 per cent. of the loss involved 
in the difference between the costs of 
acquisition, clearance and preliminary de- 
velopment and the new values created. 


“In order té peg land values whilst 
redevelopment is in progress it is desirable 
for a local authority to take Comprehensive 


COLLEGE FEATURES UNUSUAL TIMBER 
ROOF DESIGN 


(Aaees COLLEGE in Oxfordshire is 
to be the setting for a timber shell 
roof of unusual design. Three shells, 
described by the consultant engineer, 
Mr. H. Tottenham, as cubic hyper- 
boloids, will cover a synagogue built in 
the form of a 50ft. sided pentagon. 
There are no internal supports, the 
whole weight of the roof being carried on 


the five points of the pentagon. The height 
of the building at the entrance will be 20ft. 
and at the other two points the roof will 
sweep down almost to ground level. Two 
walls will be of solid construction and the 
two others will be made up of panels of 
glass between plywood box mullions. 

A laminated timber spike will carry the 
highest point of the pentagon, with timber 
columns at each side of the entrance and

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Development Area procedure under the 
Town and Country Planning Acts, rather 
than by the alternative powers of acquisi- 
tion under the Housing Acts. Procedure 
under the Housing Acts is quicker, but it 
requires special circumstances for it to 
be considered, and may give rise to com- 
plications. 

“The financial estimates for the area in 
question indicated that the cost of acquisi- 
tion of 143 acres would be £1,590,000 
(about £11,000 per acre), the costs of 
clearance, preliminary development and 
diversion of services £456,000 (about 
£3,000 per acre). The total cost of acquisi- 
tion, clearance and preliminary develop- 
ment would therefore be about £14,000 
per acre. The value of land for disposal 
is estimated to be about £858,000 (£6,000 
per acre), involving a loss of about £8,000 
per acre. 

“It is possible to step up these figures 
to indicate the size of the national problem. 
It has been estimated that there are 
847,100 unfit houses in England and 
Wales: if they were cleared in 10 years 
an annual expenditure of £20m. and a 
loss of £1lm. could be expected. 


Private Enterprise Redevelopment 


“The difficulties of private enterprise 
redevelopment, as opposed to public 
authority redevelopment, are immense. 
Local authorities can, in some circum- 
stances, receive grants and housing sub- 
sidies which are not available to the private 
developer. They can also benefit finan- 
cially when clearance or unfitness orders 
can be made for acquisition of properties. 
Where there are several owners, acquisition 
is virtually impossible without compulsory 
powers, 

“It is debatable whether it is socially 
desirable to leave matters to the private 
developer: resettling existing shopkeepers 
and industrialists may involve letting 
alternative premises at uneconomic rents, 
and the cost of high density development 
may make it difficult for the private 
developer to provide for the low-rented 
tenant who must live near his work.”

BUILDING SURVEYORS ANNUAL 
DINNER 


A plea for cheaper houses was made 
by Mr. Hugh Rees, M.P., F.R.LC.S., when 
he proposed the toast of the Institute of 
Building Surveyors at the recent annual 
dinner of the London and Home Counties 
Area. The area president, Mr. S. A. Engel, 
was in the chair. 

Mr. Rees said that the building sur- 
veyor could play an important part in 
reducing the cost of houses, so that more 
dwellings could be built within the range 
of the lower-paid workers. Housing was 
still the most pressing need that the 
Government had to face. 

Mr. Donald Wood, junior vice-president 
of the Institute, proposing the toast of 
the London Area, said that one of the 
main reasons for the high price of houses 
today was the very excessive cost of land. 
In Birmingham building land was costing 
£10,000 per acre, and more. He thought 
the Government should do something to 
stop the ever-increasing cost of land as 
they were the only body who could do so.

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OVER 300,000 HOUSES WILL AGAIN 
BE BUILT THIS YEAR 


Highest Completion Figures Since 1946 


DS the debate on housing in 
the Commons last week, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, Mr. Henry Brooke, said his recent 
forecast that over 300,000 houses would 
again be completed this year, became a 
forecast of well over 300,000 providing 
the present outlook materialised. 

The end of March figures showed 31,000 
more houses under construction in England 
and Wales than there were a year ago, 
he said. Private enterprise houses under 
construction were up by 18,000 and houses 
being built by local and other public 
authorities were up by 13,000. These were 
the highest March figures since 1946. 

Mr. Brooke again expressed disapproval 
of those local authorities who were “making 
it harder” for themselves by heavily sub- 
sidising out of the rates council tenants who 
could afford to buy houses for themselves. 
He still looked to the stimulus given to 
house-purchase continuing this year. Build- 
ing Societies in 1959 had financed on mort- 
gages £530m.—and all-time record. To 
that figure must be added the £50m. a year 
advanced by local authorities to house- 
purchasers. 

Improvement grants were playing their 
part in helping the situation, he stated. 
Last year, under the legislation concerned, 
the figures of houses improved by use of the 
grants from a rate of 35,000 a year to 
nearly 80,000. 

On the question of overspill, Mr. Brooke 
said that the problem should not be exag- 
gerated. There were only five or six cities 
in England and Wales where their were 
difficulties. 


Housing Loans 

Mr. Frank Allaun asked the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer if, in view of recent 
Government action to control credit, he 
would make a statement on future policy 
with regard to council-house building loans 
and programmes. 

Mr. Derek Heathcoat Amory replied that 
capital investment by local authorities did 
not come within the scope of the measures 
to restrain the expansion of private credit

which he announced on April 28. He 
therefore saw no need for a statement. 

Mr, Allaun: Will the right hon. Gentle- 
man give the House an undertaking at 
least that there will be no further increase 
in the interest rates on housing loans, since 
the doubling of these rates has already 
halved the council house programmes in 
the last five years and there is a growing 
demand for cheaper and not dearer loans? 

Mr. Amory: I am afraid that I can give 
the hon. Member no such assurance. As 
he knows, the rates charged by the Public 
Works Loan Board depend upon the cur- 
rent rates for comparable loans in the 
market, 

Mr. H. Wilson: Is the Chancellor aware 
that very few councils can obtain loans 
from the Public Works Loan Board, even 
if they were at a reasonable rate? Is he 
further aware that to restore the housing 
subsidies at the full rate would cost only 
about £5m. a year? Since his right hon. 
Friend the Minister of Defence told us last 
week that he did not think that £500m. 
was an excessive burden on the economy, 
does the Chancellor realise what a great 
effect it would have on council house rents, 
and the finances of local authorities if he 
restored housing subsidies? 

Mr. Amory: I am quite sure that our 
present policies are right. I do not under- 
stand what the right hon. Gentleman means 
when he says that local authorities find it 
practically impossible to obtain loans from 
the Public Works Loan Board, 


Housing (Scotland) 

Replying to Mr. Millan, the Joint Under- 
Secretary of State for Scotland, Mr. T. G. D. 
Galbraith, said he expected that about 
19,000 Scottish local authority houses 
would be completed in 1960, which was 
16 per cent. less than in 1958, but almost 
2 per cent. more than in 1959. About 
10,000 unfit houses would be demolished 
or closed this year. 


British Embassy, Brasilia 

In a written answer, the Minister of 
Works, Lord John Hope, informed Mr. 
Parker that he fully appreciated the archi- 
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tectural significance of the new Brasilian 
capital. He hoped that the new British 
Embassy would be a notable contribution 
to it. His Permanent Secretary and chief 
architect were visiting Brasilia to consider 
future plans. 


Graving Dock, Greenock 

Questioned by Dr. Dickson Mabon, the 
President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Reginald Maudling, in a written answer 
said he was awaiting confirmation from the 
promoters of the proposed Greenock grav- 
ing dock that they had accepted the terms 
offered to them by the Government, 


Maidstone By-pass 

The Minister of Transport, Mr, Ernest 
Marples, informed Mr. J. Wells that the 
eastern and longer section of the Maidstone 
By-pass and a short length of the western 
section should be completed and open to 
traffic by Whitsun. The rest of the 
western section would not be completed 
until the autumn because of unforeseen 
difficulties with the foundations of the new 
Medway Bridge. 


Bridges 


Commander Pursey asked the Minister 
to what extent it was now his practice to 
approve the building of bridges over rivers 
which were expected to be immersed in 
the river at extraordinary high water spring 
tide; when this practice commenced; and 
how many bridges had been approved 
which were expected to be immersed :t 
such tides. 

In a written answer, Mr. Marples replied: 
It has always been my Department’s prac- 
tice to consider the design of each parti- 
cular bridge in the light of the relevant 
factors, of which the level of tides is one. 
When, in exceptional cases, a bridge design 
envisages that part of the sub-structure may 
on certain occasions be immersed, the de- 
sign is approved only if the balance of 
advantage, taking into account all these 
factors, lies in so doing. I regret that | 
have no information on which to base a 
reply to the last part of the question.

AS we walked back across the site, 
carefully avoiding the puddles, 
Mr. Clarke beckoned to the foreman 
erector to come and join us. Len 
Johnson had been on another part of 
the site when “Calamity Joe” met with 
his accident, and now he looked a very 
worried man. 

“T can’t help feeling it was my fault,’ 
he said. “I might have guessed something 
would happen when Jack Spiller was 
around. Never knew such a man for find- 
ing trouble.” 

“You were not in the least to blame,” 
said Mr. Clarke, firmly. ‘“ As it happened, 
there was a fault in the system, but that was 
a matter of organisation for which I am 
entirely responsible. There were too many 
damn whistles on the job, but in future 
there will be only one—and that will be 
used for the crane.” 

We had reached the scene of the acci- 
dent, where a few erectors were unloading 
another delivery of steel. The sky was now 
clear so they had dispensed with the whistle 
and were using hand signals of a somewhat 
nondescript nature. At the moment of our 
arrival the banksman was making a beckon- 
ing gesture with an index finger, which the 
driver rather naturally took to indicate 
forward travelling. The front wheels were 
almost immediately checked by a girder 
lying in their path, and the machine stopped 
abruptly. 

Johnson stepped towards the charge-hand. 

** We’ve had enough trouble here for one 
day,” he said. “ You know the correct 
signals—see that you use ’em, or wel’ll be 
having more accidents.” 


This was one of those moments when the 
Safety Officer’s popularity takes a big dive. 
Work proceeded with slightly exaggerated 
care for several minutes, and then we 
moved away. All the same, the men had a 
good deal of respect for Johnson and | 
knew they would heed his warning. 

“I was telling Mr. Clarke about a new 
signalling chart I came across recently,” 
I said. “I think we should have copies 
printed on plastic or metallic plates and 
mounted on the inside and outside of all 
our crane cabins. There would be no ex- 
cuse for giving confusing signals, then.”

It was agreed that this was probably a 
good solution to the problem—and in fact 
is has since proved to be so, 

Later that afternoon the Agent and I! 
were discussing Jack Spiller’s unfortunate 
record of accidents. 

“When did he first arrive on this site?” 
I asked. 

“Oh, six months ago I should say. In 
that time he’s had a series of minor acci- 
dents—without losing much time—and two 
or three rather more serious mishaps. He's 
what you might call ‘ accident prone ’.” 

I smiled. This is a term which is used 
very widely amongst safety pople, and one 
which produces a good deal of argument. 
Some people contend that there is no such 
thing as accident proneness, but others— 
including myself—are more cautious. 

“Perhaps that rather depends upon the 
type of accident he suffers from,” I re- 
plied. “If he’s apt to be exactly on the 
spot where the brick falls, or where the 
scaffold plank breaks or where the light- 
ning strikes, I would say that he is simply 
unlucky. But if he’s the type who is 
always tripping over his own bootlaces or 
hitting his own thumb with the hammer, 
he would certainly appear to be accident 
prone, and I should want to find the cause.” 

“T think poor old Jack is in the first 
category,” said Mr. Clarke. “That business 
with the crane was just typical of his brand 
of trouble. Only he doesn’t always land in 
hospital—more often it’s merely a bit of 
first aid. We used to think our Client's 
new nurse at the Welfare Centre was the 
attraction, but even Spiller wouldn’t knock 
himself cold for her benefit. He’s just dead 
unlucky. What can we do about it?” 

“Nothing for a case like that.” 

“But what about the genuine accident- 
prone individual?” 

“Tf there is such a characteristic,” I 
replied, “I am certain it can only be the 
effect of some personal disability. It may 
be a purely physical defect such as bad 
eyesight or poor hearing, or else a form of 
muscular weakness. In some cases it may 
be the result of old age. The trouble can 
arise from a nervous or psychological 
origin, producing lack of confidence or 
some other symptom of nervousness. It 
could be defective hand-and-eye co-ordina- 
tion. There are also combinations of these 
things, of course. So if you have a case on 
your hands he may need quite a bit of 
manne to find out where the trouble 
ies.” 

“How far are we responsible for these 
people?” 





“You're the first catch we’ve had since we started on this job, sir!” 
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“Tf we know that a man is disabled in 
some way, we owe him a special duty of 
care while he’s in our employ. If he’s 
physically or mentally incapable of work- 
ing safely on the job we should try to 
find something more suitable for him, but 
if that is not practicable we would really 
have no choice in the matter. In certain 
cases we might ask the man to get medical 
opinion, but there is no hard-and-fast rule, 
Our natural sympathy for the underdog will 
usually be the deciding factor in the end.”

This Trophy 
is awarded annually by the Society for 
the most outstanding contribution to 
industrial safety during the preceding year.

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LIGHTING SYSTEM INSTALLED AT JAMAICA’S 
PALISADOES AIRPORT 


A COMPREHENSIVE airfield lighting 
system has been installed at 
Jamaica’s new airport on the Palisadoes 
peninsula which will enable it to be 


fully operational for 24 hours a day. 

The installation consists of low-intensity 
runway and threshold and approach light- 
ing, taxiway lighting, a location beacon, 
two illuminated wind cones and obstruc- 
tion lights, together with switchgear, trans- 
formers, control equipment and cable 
Apron floodlighting will be installed later, 
when the terminal buildings and apron 
have been completed. 

In addition, an illuminated taxi route 
indicator has been installed alongside one 
of the taxiways, which divides into two. 


Runway Lighting 


Spaced at 200ft. intervals along each side 
of the runway are ZA.205 low-intensity 
elevated runway lights, fitted with 45-W 
6.6-A tubular lamps. These lights are 
omni-directional and have a maximum in- 
tensity of 450 candelas. The lights of the 
first and last thirds of the runway are 
equipped with 180 degrees amber filters 
for range indication. 

To minimise damage to an aircraft if it 
collides with the lights, the overall height 
above ground of the fittings has been kept 
down to 104in. and the mountings incor- 
porate a weak link. 

The runway lights are supplied with cur- 
rent by two separate interleaved series ring 
circuits, each circuit being fed by a sub- 
station at either end of the runway. If one 
circuit should fail, the lighting pattern will 
be maintained but with alternate lights only, 
or at double the normal spacing. 

Each light is fed by a series isolating 
transformer, the primary windings of all 
transformers on a circuit being connected 
in series on the ring cable. As the output 
voltage of the isolating transformers is 
low, lamps or fittings can be replaced safely 
while the circuit is live. 

The threshold lights, ten at each end of 
the runway, are of the same type as the 
runway lights but are fitted with green 
filters and have asymmetric refractors to 
concentrate the beams up and down the 
runway, 


Approach lighting consists of ZA.400 
red low-intensity omni-directional lights 
with 200-W lamps, the maximum intensity 
of which is about 180 red candelas. 

The west approach lighting consists of a 
1,600ft. centre-line of lights spaced 200ft. 
apart, with a 100ft. wide crossbar 1,000ft. 
from the end of the runway. These lights

are mounted on piles driven into the sea- 
bed and the fittings have cast-iron meta!- 
work to resist salt water corrosion. _ Isolat- 
ing transformers are strapped to the piles 
and current is supplied from the west sub- 
station through cable anchored to the sea- 
bed by concrete blocks. 

Approach lighting at the east end is of the 
same type but with a shorter centre-line of

outer end. This lighting is supplied by the 
east sub-station. 

Brightness of all the runway and ap- 
proach lighting can be controlled in three 
steps: maximum, 30 and 10 per cent. 

Flush ZA.202 taxi lights with blue filters 
are installed along the edges of the taxi-

those of the runway lighting system. 

To control the movement of aircraft 
using exit taxiway No. 3—which divides 
into two routes leading to the terminal 
area—a ZA.610 illuminated taxi route in- 
dicator has been installed. The indicator 
consists of a black fibre-glass panel about 
3ft. square with the junction pattern 
marked in white. Lights set in each arm of 
the junction diagram indicate the route to 
follow. 

Control 


The lighting circuits are fed from two 
cubicle-type switchboards, one in each sub- 
station. Each circuit on the switchboards 
is provided with local control facilities to 
enable the lighting to be operated from the 
sub-stations if required, 

All airfield lighting is remotely controlled 
from a control desk in the control tower 
over telephone cables. This desk is 
equipped with switches for runway direc- 
tion, lighting brightness contro] and cir- 
cuit selection and has a mimic diagram of 
the whole installation. Miniature lamps in 
the mimic diagram represent actual cir- 
cuits on the airfield and appropriate lamps 
light up when a particular circuit has been 
selected. A crash alarm system for alert- 
ing crews in the crash tender station has 
also been provided. 


Consultants and Contractors 


The consultants for the runway, taxi- 
ways, etc., and the airfield lighting system 
are Sir Alexander Gibb and Partners, 
London, S.W.1, and Norman and Dawbarn, 
London, W.1, are responsible for the ter- 
minal buildings and layout of the ter- 
minal area. The General Electric Co., Ltd., 
London, W.C.2, supplied the lighting 
system, which was installed in collaboration 
with Barlow and Young, Ltd., London, 
S.W.1, at a cost of about £60,000. 
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U.S. ENGINEERS TO DESIGN 
SYDNEY EXPRESSWAYS 


R. P. D. HILLS, New South Wales 
Minister for Highways, has an- 
nounced that an American firm of 
engineering consultants will design 
expressways for the central metro- 
politan area of Sydney, at an estimated 
cost of £200,000. 

It is expected that the company—De 
Leuw, Cather and Company—will begin 
work in a few weeks’ time. Investigations 
and planning will be in four phases. In the 
first phase the company will question 
motorists about their starting places and 
destinations at a line drawn around the 
centre of the city, at a second line about 
five miles out, and at another drawn east- 
west through the city. 

Using this information it will prepare 
data to be used for the immediate planning 
of the expressways, and for the future 
planning of traffic and road improvements, 
as well as parking improvements. 

In the second phase the company wil! 
prepare general plans for: 

The Warringah expressway, from the 

northern end of the Harbour Bridge to 

Ernest Street, North Sydney. 

The western distributor, from the 

southern end of the bridge to near Jones 

Street, Ultimo, 

The western expressway, from Jones 

Street to Annandale. This is to include 

the Ultimo interchange, and alternative 

alignments for the main route of the 
expressway. 

Alternative alignments for the eastern 

distributor, from Sir John Young Cres- 

cent, to Moore Park Road at Driver 

Avenue. 

In the third phase, after the general plans 
have been approved the firm will make 
detailed plans which will include the loca- 
tion and alignment of each roadway, 
structural details, relative costs of alter- 
native types of construction, relocation of 
public and private utilities, foundations and 
estimates of costs. 

The fourth phase will involve the pre- 
paration of complete working drawings for 
the Warringah expressway, brought to the 
stage where tenders could be called. It is 
expected that this will take nine months.

Production of steel commenced at 
Durgapur Steelworks, West Bengal, India, 
when the first open hearth furnace in the 
steel melting shop came into operation 
recently. The second furnace is also ready 
for operation and the third one will follow 
soon. 

The Durgapur plant will eventually have 
eight open hearth furnaces, seven of 
200 tons capacity and one of 100 tons 
capacity for the production of special steel. 
producing a total of 2,800 tons of steel 
per day. The plant has been designed to 
accommodate four additional furnaces at 
a later date, 

Design and constructign of the furnaces 
has been executed by the Wellman Smith 
Owen Engineering Corporation, a member 
company of ISCON—the British con- 
sortium of 13 leading engineering and 
electrical companies engaged in the con- 
struction of the steelworks. 


HYDRO-ELECTRIC SCHEME 
NEAR OWEN FALLS

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INDIAN ORDERS FOR ALLEN 
ENGINES 


A LARGE contract for diesel engines, 
dual-fuel engines and diesel engine- 
driven generating sets with associated 
switchgear, for a crude oil pipeline project 
in Northern India, has been secured by 
W. H. Allen and Co., Ltd., Bedford. 

Exceeding £600, 000, the contract has 
been placed by The Burmah Oil Co. (Pipe 
Lines), Ltd., London, on behalf of Ojj 
India (Private), Ltd., Calcutta. A total 
of 51 Allen engines are to be supplied, 
30 for pumping duties in nine stations, and 
21 for electricity generation in seven power 
stations. 

This crude oil pipeline is the largest 
project of its kind in the world at the 
present time. The pipeline itself is designed 
to transport crude oil from the developing 
Nahorkatiya field in upper Assam to 
refineries at Gauhati in Assam and Barauni 
in the State of Bihar, a distance of 720 
miles. From the fields at Nahorkatiya, 
it follows the line of the south bank of the 
Brahmaputra River to the first refinery 
at Gauhati, where it crosses the river by 
suspension bridge and then proceeds north- 
wards around the East Pakistan border, 
and continues along the north bank of the 
Ganges River to the second refinery at 
Barauni. A spur line will also be laid from 
a small field down line at Moran. 

At the dispatching stations, which are 
located in the oil fields, natural gas is 
available in large quantities, and it is at 
these stations that the dual-fuel engines 
will be located. 

At the down line stations the engines 
will be of the straight diesel type through- 
out. All the engines will be naturally 
aspirated and arranged to use the crude oil 
from the line as fuel. Many technical 
problems are associated with the use of 
the crude oil as fuel because of its low 
flash point (22 degrees F.), and high wax 
content (setting point 85 degrees F.). The 
oil is non-Newtonian in character at tem- 
peratures below the pour point, its 
viscosity being dependent on the rate of 
mechanical shear. Special features will be 
incorporated in the engine design to take 
care of the unusual properties of the oil. 

The pipeline is required to be fully 
operational by early 1962, and delivery of 
the Allen engines will commence in July 
1960, so that work can commence on site 
in the dry season beginning October 1960. 


EURATOM PLANS 250 NUCLEAR 
POWER STATIONS 


The European Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced in Brussels recently that 
it planned to construct 250 nuclear power 
stations for the six nations of the Euro- 
pean Economic Community by 1980. 

In its third annual general report the 
Commission said that great effort would 
have to be made in the next 20 years by 
the six Governments for nuclear co- 
operation for peaceful purposes. Without 
this effort the position of the community in 
the world would be irreparably harmed. 
The Commission also announced that the 
University of Europe, intended mainly for 
nuclear research, would be opened in the 
autumn of 1961—probably in Florence,

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CATERPILLAR’S THREE NEW MACHINES 
944A and 955F Traxcavators and D4C Tractor 


T.URTHER details of their three new 

machines—the 944A Traxcavator, 
D4C crawler tractor and 955F Trax- 
cavator—were announced last week by 
Caterpillar Tractor Co., Ltd. (a pre- 
liminary report first appeared in The 
Contract Journal, April 21). 

Powered by either a petrol or diesel 
engine, the 944A is fitted with a 2 cu. yd. 
capacity bucket as standard equipment. 
Both petrol and diesel engines are rated 
at 105 net horsepower. The maximum 
rating of the D330 diesel engine is 135-h.p. 

Front tyres are the farthest-forward 
portion of the machine frame, eliminating 
the risk of damage to truck bodies by 
contact while loading. The bucket is pro- 
vided with a tip-back angle of 41 degrees 
at ground level, as on Caterpillar’s line of 
track-type Traxcavators. Tip-back at 
maximum lift is 50 degrees. Automatic 
bucket positioner and lift kickout, operated 
hydraulically, are standard equipment. 

Control of the loader is performed by 
a newly designed hydraulic system. To 
assure maximum cleanliness, the system 
is entirely closed, and all hydraulic fluid 
is full-flow filtered. 

Structurally, the loader lift arms and 
the tilt linkage differ in several respects 
from the arrangement used on other Trax- 


a new starting system and greater ground 
clearance. 

Available with either a standard or an 
optional, lower speed transmission, the 
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machine is the first in its size class to have 
a forward-reverse lever. The new spur 
gear transmission has five speeds forward 
and four in reverse and permits quick 
forward-reverse shifting. 


This is also stated to be the first tractor 
of its size tg incorporate the new dry-type 
air cleaner which consists of two filter 
elements and a precleaner.

HAT is believed to be the world’s 
first pair of rubber-tyred opera- 
tional electric overhead travelling gan- 
try cranes has been installed by the 
Reed Paper Group at its Aylesford

Invented by W. S. Atkins and Partners, 
consulting engineers, and developed in 
collaboration with Strachan and Henshaw, 
Ltd., the cranes dispense with the tradi- 
tional gantry rail and run directly on a 
concrete runway.

Original End-carriage 

The original end-carriage of the cranes 
at Alyesford had steel wheels which ran 
on rails grouted to the top of the concrete 
gantry beams. The conversion consisted 
of fitting redesigned end-carriages and re- 
moving the rails, with the result that the

of 2 tons, which may be increased to 3 tons 
by the installation of a larger hoist-motor. 

Each end-carriage is supported by five 
pneumatic-tyred wheels — standard com- 
mercial vehicle type tyres (Michelin X 
7.00-20)—together with two horizontally 
mounted solid-tyred wheels which bear on 
the sides of the concrete runways to keep 
the cranes running in a straight path. 

Disc brakes are fitted to two of the 
pneumatic wheels of each end-carriage 
assembly, and a 7.5-h.p. electric motor 
drives one other pneumatic wheel through 
reduction gearing.

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B.P..S NEW ROAD SURFACING 
MATERIAL 


NEW type of road surfacing material 

has been tested successfully by the 
British Petroleum Company in Norway 
during the ‘recent winter months, This con- 
sists of gravel mixed with “road oil,” the 
latter material resembling heavy fuel oil 
in appearance. 

The surfacing is stated to be particularly 
suited to those areas with little money for 
road construction work, where it provides 
a low cost surface for existing untreated 
roads. In Scandinavia, and other areas 
of similar climate, oil gravel has the addi- 
tional merit of remaining flexible even at 
very low temperatures, enabling it to resist 
frost damage. 

Trial batches of oil were prepared at 
the B.P. Group’s Hamburg Refinery and 
experimental stretches of road were laid 
at two sites in Norway. These trial sur- 
faces are reported to be in excellent con- 
dition after the winter, and B.P. is now 
to participate in the supply of the first 
quantity of road oil to be used by the 
Norwegian State Highways Board. The 
company is also investigating the pos- 
sibilities of marketing the product in other 
European countries, 


MANUAL ON PITCH FIBRE 
PIPES 


A new manual on pitch fibre pipes and 
their applications has been produced by 
the Pitch Fibre Pipe Association of Great 
Britain. 

Divided into sections covering properties 
and advantages, costs, laying, fittings, 
manufacture, and case _ histories, the 
manual takes the form of a loose-leafed 
folder so that further sections or revisions 
can be added in the future.

The surface was blinded with coated 
grit during rolling and carried traffic for 
periods up to 18 weeks before the final 
wearing course of hot rolled asphalt to 
B.S.594 was applied. It is reported that 
no laying difficulties were met and there 
was no trouble in compacting the asphalt 
even when circumstances made it necessary 
to apply it within two or three days after 
the base course.
